The great 
scientist and controversialist, Professor Hux- 
ley, once said to his friend, Professor Haugh- 
ton, “There are those who profess to believe 
what I consider to be false; but I do not re- 
gard their opinions, because I doubt the sin- 
cerity of some and the intellectual capacity 
of others; but I respect you and I know 
how sincerely you believe what you hold so 
strongly, and should like very much to know 
how it is that you believe what I can’t be- 
lieve.” “May I speak frankly?” said Haugh- 
ton. “Certainly,” said he. “Then,” he said, 
“IT don’t know how it is, except that you are 
color-blind.” Huxley was much struck. He 
said, “It may be so. Of course if I were col- 
or-blind, I could not know it myself.” It 
should not surprise us if in matters of relig- 
ious experience something more is required 
than intellectual acumen: moral obedience 
to God’s will is necessary to spiritual knowl- 
edge; selfishness cannot possibly understand 
sacrifice; Jesus Himself declared that purity 
of heart is essential to clearness of religious 
insight. 
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THE GOVERNMENT TAKES A STAND 


N one thing, at least, there seems to be no 
I improvement in this day of enlightenment, 

viz.: The observance of the Sabbath. The 
desecration of the Lord’s Day has already 
reached such a sweep as to seem to be be- 
yond human control. Men and women and 
children seem bent on the one thing of hav- 
ing a good (?) time, no matter what comes 
of the body and the soul. Call us an alarmist 
if you wish, but if it is not time to be 
alarmed over this matter of the desecration 
of the Lord’s Day, then we are greatly mis- 
taken. One of the sad features of the pres- 
ent situation is found in the disposition of 
the ministry and the Church to accept the 
evil tendency as if it were inevitable. With 
such a tendency confronting us, submission 
to the evil is the natural outcome, but it is 
far from right. 

We believe in obeying the law of God and 
the law of the land, so long as it does not 
set at naught the way of righteousness, but 
when the evil tendencies of the day seem to 
be sweeping away the last vestiges of rever- 
ence for the Sabbath, we believe it is time 
for resistance. For this position we think 
we have a good example in the working of 
the people of God in ancient times. Get your 
Bible and turn to the book of Nehemiah, 
chapter 13: 15-22. Men were made to observe 
the Sabbath, and were told if they did not 
desist, they would be arrested and forced to 
obey. 

We are much in need of that sort of firm- 
ness now. If something is not done, and 
that soon, to restrain the present disregard 
for the Sabbath, we believe it will be forgot- 
ten entirely as a day of rest and worship by 
the average man in less than twenty years. 
If ever the people of God were face to face 
with the loss of one of the most.sacred insti- 
tutions of the Church, it is to-day in the 
loss of the Sabbath. We feel sure we have 
no time to lose in rising up betimes to deliver 
ourselves by the power of God from this evil. 
We must act soon, or lose yet more and more 
of the blessings of the Sabbath Day. 

Brethren, are we ready to give up the Sab- 
bath, with all of its God-given privileges and 
blessings? What say you? Shall we stand 
for the preservation of the Sabbath, or shall 
we give it up, and so lose its powerful in- 
fluence for righteousness and for the worship 
of God? 

Even the War Department of the United 
States Government has become alarmed and 
has taken action to stop the desecration of 
the Sabbath among the soldiers. The deci- 
sion and order have gone forth that the sol- 
diers shall observe the Sabbath to the extent 
of obeying the Sabbath laws of the States in 
which they may be serving. And now may 
we ask, Will the Church of Jesus Christ sit 
by and allow the matter to go on without 
protest and without resistance, when even 
the military authorities see the danger and 
are beginning to check the evil? We believe 
we ought to be up and at work to restrain 
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this evil tendency. Men ought to be taught 
that obedience to the law of God is more than 
a notion which may be disregarded at will, 
and without loss to all. 


We cannot give up our Sabbath—we must 
not thus idly throw away one of God’s great- 
est blessings to man and to His Church. It 
will be a sin thus to sacrifice so priceless a 
heritage, for the giving up of our Sabbath 
will be the forerunner of a day of darkness 
and moral and spiritual decline, and we all 
know that we have enough of this now. 

If the Government sees the danger and is 
acting to restrain the evil, shall the Church 
fold its hands and sit supinely by and let 
the Sabbath be prostituted to the service of 
the flesh and the devil? Nay, brethren. to do 
so will be to stultify ourselves and to mock 
God and defy His Word. 

Let every church desiring the preservation 
of the Sabbath as a God-given institution for 
the moral, physical and spiritual good of the 
human family, say so, and at once take ac- 
tion, seeking to restrain the tendency to dis- 
regard the Sabbath. Action is necessary.

The alarm ought to have come soon- 
If instead of coming now, it had come 
years when the French began to go 
away from the thought of observing the 
Sabbath, and otherwise disregarding the 
Word of God, they might never have had 
cause to be alarmed because of the present

situation. The latter evil has in a sense 
grown out of the former. Evil is a great 


reproducer. Embrace one evil and many oth- 
ers are drawn ip, and forthwith begin the 
work of pulling down and destroying the 
good that may be in the land. The present 
experience of the French people is nothing 
more than what is perfectly natural. One 
grain sown and given a chance will produce 
grains. It is even so in the morals of 
life. He who sows one seed of moral evil 
in a community, or in the life of an individ- 
ual, may expect to have many grains spring 
up as the harvest. ‘The French sowed one 
evil grain in the nation, and now they have 
many others springing up in place of the one, 
and of those the decrease in the birth rate 
is just one. If we wish to get clear of evil, 
the best way is God’s way. The French are 
trying to increase the birth rate of their 
nation in a purely human and almost com- 
mercial way. We doubt if it will work well, 
if it will actually cure the trouble. They 
are proposing a law to impose heavier mili- 
tary duty on men who are over twenty-nine 
years of age and unmarried. They also pro- 
pose to give pensions to government employes 
who have more than three children. They 
propose also to make marriage obligatory on 
all state employes who have attained the age

The birth rate is net a com- 
mercial matter, and no such regulations will 
be permanently effective in removing the 
evil, and the French need not in this way 
look for relief. The best way to get relief 
from national, as well as individual, wrongs, 
is to obey God—do the thing which needs to 
be done, as He requires, and we shall see 
results quickly following, and in the main 
they will be permanent in character. High 
ideals of God and the family relation and of 
the mission of the state will do more to help 
the French out of their present distress than 
all human legislation can possibly do. The 
unbeliever may laugh at the suggestion, but 
the man who knows God truly will readily 
recognize the truth of our statement, and 
know that we are but emphasizing the truth. 
Let France get right with God. and her 
birth rate will quickly increase, and the na- 
tion will see such a degree of prosperity as 
she has not known in her long history, pro- 
vided she does not do it in a mercenary spir- 
it, with the hope of material gain. She must 
come down to the point of doing right because 
right is right, and because the right is al- 
ways with God. The Master is seeking to 
teach us lessons of loyalty to Him and His 
truth, but He will not use the mercenary 
it to do that.

*** This is a day of education, and the 
man or the woman who tries to do without 
its help will find the circle of his or her use- 
fulness circumscribed. Parents may feel 
they cannot educate their children, and yet 
what better can you hope to do than to put 
the best of your life into the education of 
your children, and in that way give them the 
best possible opportunity to make the best 
of life and its calls to service. Do your best 
to keep your children in school, and, if pos- 
sible, see them through college, or as nearly 
so as may be in your power, and then urge 
them to go forward, helping themselves ase 
it may be possible for them to do by diligence 
and economy. We are living in a day of 
great achievements, and the man or the 
woman, who chooses to fight life’s battles 
without education, must do so at a great dis- 
advantage. Sducate, educate, educate, but 
always keep in view the fact that education 
even becomes effective in the highest and 
largest sense only as it is made to serve God 
in our day and generation. Here is the dif- 
ference between a Christian education and 
one that is not Christian. The Christian edu- 
eator seeks to bind his pupil to God in all 
of his teaching, and this is a most important 
matter in the training of your children. By 
all means give them the advantage of a 
Christian education, and then, if they do not 


use it wisely, the fault is theirs and not 
yours, 
*** Tn this issue Dr. Weston writes of 


“Ministerial Doubters” in a way likely to at- 
tract attention. Whatever you may say this 
or that as to what he says, one thing is 
clear, he does not sympathize with any min- 
isterial doubts as to the Bible as the Word 
of God. Very wisely he calls attention to the 
fact that everything between the lids of the 
Bible is not to be regarded as inspired; but 
he does not leave you in doubt as to what 
he means when he says that, for at once he 
declares that the chapter numbering, the 
headlines, and the punctuation points were 
not given by inspiration, being simple de- 
vices for helping the average reader the more 
readily to grasp the inspired thought of the 
Word as he reads it, and also to facilitate a 
more rapid reference to any part of the Bi- 
ble. We know of no man who adheres to the 
thought that the chapter numbering, the head- 
lines and the punctuation points are a part of 
the inspired Word, and if we did, we should 
be sorry for him. Dr. Weston is right—let 
us all stand with him in not holding or en- 
couraging any doubts as to the Bible, as the 
Word of God. It is fundamental, for with- 
out it even civilization itself, to say nothing 


of the Church of Christ, could not stand. An 
that is good has its origin in God. The Bible 
is of God—let us keep it as a priceless herit- 
age and live by its teachings as the hest foun- 
dation known to man on which he may safe- 
ly build character.

Editorial Glimpses of Edinburgh, Scotland 





Rdinburgh has a natural division of its 
territory. It is said that formerly there was 
a lake in what is now the heart of the city. 
By some means the lake was drained of its 
water, and now where the bottom of the 
lake was is the bed of the North British 
Railway. Its station has been covered over, 
and to all practical purposes it is under 
ground. From the outside the station is 
reached by descending steps. It is a magnifi- 
cent station, and has connected with it a 
fine hotel belonging, as I understand it, to 
the railway company. From the bottom of 
the railway bed to the top -of the hill on 
either side is quite an elevation. The sides 
of these hills are terraced and laid off into 
beautiful walks and gardens, which are or- 
namented with trees, shrubbery and flowers, 
making one of the most lovely spots in the 
city. To the south of this division is what is 
known as the old part of the city, while to the 
north is the new. For the present I am more 
concerned with the old part—that which was 
the main part of the city in the days of the six- 
teenth century when it took men and women 
of courage to stand for what was right. It 
is a fact that many were put to death be- 
cause they had the courage to stand for the 
truth as they saw and understood it. This 
old part of the city is indeed historic ground, 
every foot of it seems to have been the scene 
of a tragedy, or of some great achievement 
in the progress of civilization. From Princes 
Street in the new part of the city, we cross 
a great bridge under which is the railway 
station to the old part. At the end 
of the bridge we come to the finest news- 
paper building in Scotland, that of The 
Scotsman. The paper itself is said to be the 
all Scotland, and its buildng is 
the most magnificent newspaper home it has 
been my privilege to inspect. It is located 
on North Bridge Street. They claim it is 
the largest and best equipped newspaper of- 
fice in the world. That is a big claim, but I 
am not prepared to dispute it. It has near 
connection with the North British Railway 
station .and has two lines of rails running 
direct into the paperstores which are under 
Market Street. These stores are made of 
steel and have a floor space of 20,000 feet. 
The machinery hall occupies the entire 
ground area of 13,000 square feet. They 
use the Hoe Presses, and can turn out 192,000 
copies of an eight-page paper per hour. The 
fifty horsepower electric motors which run 
these presses were made in Cincinnati, O. 
The main office is a magnificent room. The 
interior is of beautiful marble. The Scots- 
man is now edited by Mr. J. P. Croal, and 
his work stands at the head of the list as 
the ablest paper in all Scotland. ‘

Passing from The Scotsman building to 
High Street, and going west we come to one 
of the most historic and interesting spots in 
the great city—it is Edinburgh Castle, on 
an elevation of more than 400 feet. It is 
one of nature's great fortresses, an immense 
solid rock, on which is built the castle of the 
kings and queens of other days. I had the 
great pleasure of going through it under the 
direction of a guide. This is one of Edin- 
Its beginning was 


burgh’'s oldest landmarks. 





the beginning of the city, and some claim for 
it even a much greater antiquity. One tra- 
dition, which is of doubtful authority, says 
it was built as early as 980 B. C. While this 
may not be true, it is certain that it is very 
old. Roman relics are found hereabout, 
showing that the Romans had a camp here 
at some time. 

It was Margaret, the Queen of Canmore, 
who first made the castle a royal residence. 
Its most ancient name was Mynydagned, 
which in the speech of the Britons means, 
“The Fort of the Hill of Agnes.” It was 
here the first Norman church was built, built 
by Queen Margaret, and it is still here and 
known as St. Margaret’s Chapel. It was 
built in the eleventh century. It is of the 
Norman or Romanesque architecture. I was 
permitted to enter it. The walls are very 
thick and the space inside is very small, not 
more than 12x18 feet, I judge, and yet it 
was once the place of worship for a queen. 
It is still used occasionally for religious serv- 
ices. 

In the days of the Reformation, when Scot- 
land’s national and religious character was 


-being shaped for all future time, this castle 


was the scene of many a conflict, in many 
eases unto death. In 1775 the castle was 
greatly enlarged and it was made the cita- 
del of Scotland. Here Mary of Guise, the 
mother of Mary Queen of Scots, died, and 
here Mary Queen of Scots herself lived part 
of her disturbed royal life. Everything seems 
ancient, but full of historic interest. I was 
admitted to Queen Mary’s royal apartments. 
A painting of herself still adorns the wall 
of her sitting-room. Her bedroom adjoins 
the sitting-room. It is a very small room. 
The walls are wainscotted and on the pan- 
neled roof are the letters I. R. and M. R. 
On the walls at the end opposite the window 
are the arms of Scotland. It was in this 
room that James VI of Scotland was born. 
Tt was he (Mary’s son) who afterward be- 
came James I of England. It was under his 
patronage that the Authorized Version of 
the Bible was made in 1611. In this bed- 
room is still preserved the prayer Queen 
Mary offered on the birth of James. It is 
placed just below the Royal Arms of Scot- 
land. This was her prayer: 
“Lord Jesu Chryst that Crownit was with 
Thornse, 
Preserve the 
borne. 
And send her sonee sucessione to Reigne stil] 
Long in this Realme, if that be Thy will 
Als Grant O Lord quhas ever of her proseed 


birh qubais Badgie heir is 


Be to Thy Glorie Honor and Praise sobied.” . 


The language shows the difference in the 
English then and now. If any who be- 
lieve the Bible ought not to be revised at 
all, will think a moment, they can surely 
see their error. What would they do in read- 
ing the Bible as it was in the English of 
Queen Mary’s time? 


Let me give the same prayer in modern 
Pnglish, as showing the difference in the 
language then and now: 


“Lord Jesus Christ that crowned was with 
thorns, 


Preserve the Birth whose Badgie heir is 
born. 

Anti send Her Son Succession to Reign still 

Long in this Realm, if that be Thy will 

Also grant O Lord whatever of her proceed 

Be to Thy glory, honor and Praise so be it.” 


It may be clearly seen that Queen Mary 
thought she feared and served God. From 
her bedroom is a window. It must be nearly 
400 feet to the level below. It was from this 
window, tradition says, that Mary let her 
infant son down to the level below, that she 
might have him baptized in the Catholic 
faith. Protestantism was becoming so strong 
that the baptism must take place clandes- 
tinely, or not at all, as she wished it. It is 
said that James VI was taken to Stirling 
and baptized. As I looked out this window 
and down the dizzy depths, I realized in a 
measure the determined purpose of Mary 
that her child should be kept in the Catholic 
Church, but her purpose did not avail, for 
James became a staunch Protestant, and 
was called “the Defender of the Faith.” 


I also had the privilege of entering the 
Crown Room, where the Scottish Crown is 
kept. It is protected by an iron cage, but 
may be easily seen. There I saw the crown 
Mary wore, together with her scepter and 
sword of State and jewels. The Crown is 
very elegant, and weighs fifty-six ounces. 
The lower part of the Crown consists of two 
circles, the undermost is much broader than 
the one above it, but both are composed of 
the purest gold. The upper is surmounted. 
or relieved, by a range of fleur-de-lis, inter- 
changed with crosses flcurees and with pinna- 
cles of gold, topped with large pearls. It is 
supposed to date back to 1314, when Bruce 
established the sovereignty of Scotland. 
These crown jewels were lost for one hun- 
dred years. Sir Walter Scott is credited with 
having found them, stored away in an. oak 
chest, and in a fine state of preservation, as 
they are to-day. Mary Queen of Scots was a 
beautiful woman of high courage and many 
accomplishments. Her second marriage was 
most unfortunate, and resulted in her down- 
fall. Lord Darnley, her second husband, was 
not well balanced, a vain man, and had not 
much strength of character. In an evil mo- 
ment he charged the Queen with infidelity 
to her marriage vows, and then arranged for 
the assassination in her room and in her 
presence of David Reccio, whom he charged 
with making his family life unhappy, al- 
though to Mary he denied having any part 
in the dastardly deed. This occurred Feb. 
13, 1565, not at the Castle, but at Holyrood 
Palace. Reccio was a fine musician and often 
played for the Queen. At the time of his 
assassination, he and several of her friends 
were seated in her room with her. The spot 
where his dead body lay is marked by a plate 
on the floor. I was in the bedrooms of both 
Mary and Lord Darnley. The beds still 
have the spreads of those days on them. 
Practical separation followed. Soon after 
the house of Lord Darnley was blown up and 
Darnley was killed. Some believed that 
Mary knew of the plan to murder her hus- 
band, but proof was lacking. These two trag- 
edies seemed to hasten Mary’s downfall. She 





; 
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lost her throne and was compelled to flee, but 
knew not to whom she might turn in the 
time of her trouble for- help. Her Cousin 
Elizabeth was then Queen of England, and 
to her Mary flied for protection. In case of 
the death of Elizabeth, Mary would have 
been her-.suecessor. This seemed to make it 
uncomfortable for Elizabeth—she would not 
rest easy under such a possibility. For many 
years she kept Mary in prison, and finally 
put her to death by beheading her—as cruel 
a deed as ever fell from the hand of a 
woman. It is said that when the fatal hour 
came Mary’s courage did not forsake her. 
Unassisted she walked to the place of execu- 
tion and laid her own head on the horrible 
block. No wonder Elizabeth when dying is 
said to have cried out: “Millions for an inch 
of time,” but it was too late then, and she 
hurried to the presence of her Judge. Before 
God royalty must stand on a level with other 
people. 

Just over the door, as we enter the apart- 
ments of Queen Mary, a large oblong stone 
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in the wall is pointed out. We were told 
that tradition has it that in the long ago, 
workmen discovered a hollow sound in the 
wall at this point, and on looking to see 
what it meant, discovered the decayed re- 
mains of an infant, evidently of the royal 
family, but to this day the mystery has not 
been explained. 

Then we went to the banquetting room, or 
hall, where the kings and queens of the long 
ago gave their big feasts. It is now used 
for other purposes. Coming out, we pass to 
the Argyle Tower. ‘It was in this place that 
the Marquis of Argyle was imprisoned for 
what was regarded then as a political offense. 
Green says he was the only man among 
them who had the courage to stand for the 
right, but it cost him his life, for under royal 
authority he was executed for daring to 
stand for what he believed to be right. 

There is much more to be said of this won- 
derful Castle, but my letter is even now 
too long, and I must stop for the present.

Atonement Taught in the Natural World

The springs of a buggy are a very good 
illustration of the Old Testament meaning of 
the word atonement. The springs break the 
jar and make conveyance tolerable to the 
rider or to delicate freight. They may add 
nothing to the carrying capacity of the vehi- 
cle. An offhand definition of the word atone- 


- ment would be “Protection from environ- 


ment” and it matters not whether it be a 
ministering environment as in the case of the 
buggy or simply a neighborly environemnt. 
The atoning appliances in nature are every- 
where in evidence. “God’s tender mercies 
are indeed over all his works.” The human 
body is one vast system of them; for exam- 
ple the auricular nerves—those very smal] 
nerve films that surround the ear are sub- 
merged in a fluid. The scientist will con- 
clude at once that whatever other purpose 
this fluid may fulfil it certainly protects 
those delicate nerves from the jar of sound. 
Every inventor understands that oftentimes 
it costs more ingenious thinking to protect 
the operator in the use of the machine than 
it does to establish the connection between 
the power, the material and the design. The 
very Hebrew word that is translated to atone 
in the Old Testament means to cover. Per- 
haps the most wonderful protection in the 
human system is the plan that safe-guards 
the precious life which is the blood. How 
frequently man loses more or less blood and 
yet his life is uninjured. Blood in its very 
nature is always atoning in a very high de- 
gree. These considerations prepare in a 
measure our thoughts to conceive of the ne- 
cessity of atonement in the higher and more 
delicate relations of the spiritual realm. The 
awful majesty of Jehovah on Mt. Sinai com- 
manded Moses to go down and set bounds 
lest some one should intrude and die. This 
was a necessity out of the nature of things. 
The sinful, frail Israelites could not bear 
the-shock of the consuming presence. He 


‘would simply be consumed. No more use 


to argue about the good Father being too kind 
to harm His children than to argue that old 


mother earth is so kind that man will not 
need buggy springs. 

Theory always did have trouble with the 
stubbornness of facts. God had the fiery law 
of Sinai placed in the ark and over it was 
placed a cover just large enough called the 
mercy-seat. The Philistines not knowing its 
nature lifted the mercy-seat and were smit- 
ten with death. 

Beware again, Oh Israel! The Author of 
that law lately so dangerous on Mt. Sinai re- 
moves from the mountain and takes His 
place on top of the mercy-seat declaring 
“There will I meet with you.” But “not at 
all times’’ and in any convenient way. Let 
only one man approach. Let ‘him come once 
a year. Let him be particularly clothed and 
do not dare to come without blood. All this 
Was an object lesson. A typical worshiper, 
with typical blood approaching a type of the 
divine presence. 

The great question is, Has God devised a 
way that man can approach and come in 
contact with the realities of the divine ma- 
jesty and yet not be ruined by the destroying 
impact? Yes: In the blood of an unfallen 
man hallowed by the indwelling of the Di- 
vine Spirit for twelve years, dignified by 
the currents of God’s moral excellency for 
thirty-three years and voluntarily offered 
with intense desire for the highest good of 
its enemies. Divine wisdom seeking atoning 
inventions found a suitable and sufficient 
protecton to guard the sinful soul in its ap- 
proaches unto God even to His very presence 
itself. And the statement of this wondrous 
provision is deeply interwoven into both the 
Old and New Testament revelation. And a 
man must needs be a very high authority on 
spiritual world conditions who feels himself 
capable to declare this to be a needless pre- 
caution. 

The collective testimony of many godly 
men is that while experiencing much of the 
divine presence the terms of Mt. Sinai were 
not perceptible, but a peaceful, harmonious 
exhilaration that was conducive to moral 


strength was the constant result. The dif- 
ference between the experiences of B. C. 
1492 and those of A. D. 1910 are attributed 
in the Scripturé to an event that occurred 
about A. D. 37.

HONOR TO WHOM HONOR 


At this time when so many attacks are 
made on the Disciples of Christ, readers of 
the HERALD may be interested in some per- 
sonal experiences. 

In 1892, when we came to Japan with no 
missionary associates of our own mission we 
found our most genial friends among the 
Disciples of Christ. Five years I was in Ja- 
pan separated from my family and the kind- 
nesses received at the hands of these friends 
at that time were both a comfort and a 
benediction. 


When I returned to America I once got 
stranded in Cincinnati. I thought I would 
see what would happen if I became a tramp. 
IT went first to the Methodist Book Concern 
and was turned down with rough language. 
I then went to Mr. MecLaine, Foreign Mis- 
sion Secretary of the Disciple mission whom 
I had met in Japan. He was very busy with 
a great convention, but he kindly heard my 
story and asked how much I wanted. I told 
him a dollar was enough. He insisted that 
I take five, and thereby was able to go on 
my way. I wonder if a stranded Disciple of 
Christ would get so well treated in Dayton. 

Of course, I know all the things which are 
charged against the Disciples of Christ as 
a body, but as I meet the individuals of that 
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body, they do not show themselves behind 
others in all the true qualities of Christian 
character. 

As I have read the attacks on the Disciples 
of Christ, I feel sure that the writers would 
never say such things if they lived in Japan 
and had some sense of the deep movement 
to bind missionaries of all kinds into an or- 
ganic union. The last thing to unite on is 
a common language course for all new mis- 
sionaries. We trying to cultivate the 
qualities of brotherly love, of mutual appre- 
ciation and confidence and co-operation. It 
is no exaggeration to say that the mission- 
aries are living up shoulder to shoulder and 
we are planning our advance as a united 
effort. To attack one another under such cir- 
cumstances would be to shoot down our own 
men.

Personally, I have to say that those fight- 
ing articles always hurt me. I am always 
wondering if Jesus approves the spirit of 
vituperation. I know He said hard things 
in Matt. 23. But I have never felt that I 
was wise enough to do it. In the HERALD of 
June 14th, the attack on Dr. MeGarvey prob- 
ably did him little harm.

Interesting Personal Sketches 


Prof. L. T. Ah Sou belongs to a Christian fam- 
ily eminent in Burma. His father was Chinese. 
His mother a Talain, ts one of the two or three 
surviving who were baptized by Dr. Jud- 
son. Of the seven sons all have taken hon- 
orable places in the community. His broth- 
er Ah Syoo is pastor of the Burman Baptist 
church at Moulmein. After having received 
his education in the mission schools he came 
to America in 1902 and spent two terms at 
Moody Institute where he took high rank. 
He is highly gifted in music and art and 
supported himself while in school by his own 
pen and brush. Since his return to Burma 
he has been on the faculty of the Rangoon 
Baptist College where his influence with the 
boys and men has been very pronounced. He 
is also one of the special lecturers at the Bur- 
ma Theological Seminary at Insein. 

Rey. Thang Khan, as a boy, was “discovered” 
by a missionary in one of the heathen vil- 
lages of the Garo Hills. The bearing of the 
iittle savage attracted attention and the mis- 
sionary induced him tu go to Tura and enter 
the training-school there. Later Rev. 
Mason, D. D., brought him to America to 
assist him in translation. Here he made a 
remarkable record in the study both of Greek 
and of English and as a special student at 
the Newton Theological Institution was dis- 
tinguished for his ready grasp of truth. As 
soon as he returned to Assam he became one 
with his people at once and after teaching 
successfully in the Tura training school, he 
resigned to take his place among the evan- 
gelists of the mission at a salary of eight 
rupees ($2.66) a month. The large salaries 
open to a man of his attainments in Assam 
have apparently been no temptation to him. 
He is a strong leader among the churches. 

Rev. John Rangiah is the son of one of the 
earliest and most consecrated of the Telugu 
preachers, T. Rangiah, and is the first for- 
eign missionary sent out by the churches of 
any of our missions. The large emigration 
from the Telugu country to the plantations 
of Natal, South Africa, called away hundreds 
from the Christian communities and these 
appealed to the churches of South India for 
a missionary. The position was one of great 
responsibility and real hardship and called 
for a tried and trusted man. John Rangiah 
was at the time head-master in a large school 
in Nellore. While the churches were cast- 
ing about for a man to send to South Africa, 
he heard the call distinctly, volunteered for 
service and was sent in 1903. Serious dif- 
ficulties have been encountered in Natal but 
Rangiah has proved himself a man of the 
highest missionary qualifications. There are 
now six churches in Natal with a membership 
of 218, four presided over by pastors who 
live by their own labors. 

Yuogoro Chiba is a native of Sendai and 
belongs by adoption to a family of high rank. 
He was converted about 1887 while attend- 
ing evening classes conducted by the Baptist 
missionaries of Sendai. He received his col- 
lege education at the Methodist Aoyama 
Gakauin in Tokyo and graduated at the head 
of his class. As a student he was active in

came to America and spent the years 1893- 
95 at Colby College, Waterville, Maine and 
the years 1895-98 at Rochester Theological 
Seminary, earning all his expenses above his 
scholarships. At Rochester he was considered 
the strongest man in his class in philosophy 
and theology. On his return to Japan he 
was placed on the teaching staff of the Ella 
O. Patrick Girls’ School in Sendai and later 
added to the faculty of Duncan Academy. 
He is at present the president of the South- 
ern Baptist Theological Seminary at Fu- 
kuoka and is dean-elect of the new union 
seminary of northern and southern Baptists 
in Tokyo. He has been a vigorous, out-and- 
out Christian and has had great influence in 
his denomination and beyond it. 

Tong Tsing-En was born about thirty-five 
years ago and belongs to the second genera- 
tion. of Christians, his. parents having been 
members of the Ningpo Baptist church, the 
oldest American Baptist Chureh in China. 
He was converted in his youth. After grad- 
uating from the boys’ school at Ningpo he 
taught Chinese in the school, later becoming 
head-master, a position he held for nearly 
ten years. During that time he passed the 
government Sudze (A. B.) examination with 
honor and taught himself English. In 1906 
Dr. Li, one of the most powerful evangelists 
China has yet had, visited Europe. Profes- 
sor Tong was profoundly impressed and his 
spiritual life, always strong, was greatly 
deepened. Revival soon broke out in the 
school under his prayers and most of the 
boys, whether from heathen or Christian 
homes, decided for Christ. In 1907 he was 
called to a professorship in the new Shang- 
hai Baptist Theological Seminary. Profes- 
sor Tong is a speaker of spiritual force and 
has been a frequent lecturer at Young Men’s 
Christian Association conferences. Under 
his special services at Hangechow in 1908 
forty students of Wayland Academy decid- 
ed for Christ and recent services have been 
marked by similar power. 

The Rev. Jashwant Rao Chitambar, dele- 
gate of the Board of Foreign Missions of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, was graduated 
from the Bareilly Theological Seminary in 
1903. During the next two years he was a 
member of the faculty of that institution. 
In January, 1906, he was appointed to the 
faculty of the Reid Christian College, at 
Lucknow, where he has served as a teacher 
up to the present time. In January, 1909, 
there was added the responsibility of the 
pastorate of the Hindustani church in Luck- 
now. He was elected as one of India’s dele- 
gates to the Convention of the World’s Stu- 
dent Christian Federation, held in Tokyo, 
in April, 1907. 

Rev. Tasuka Harada, delegate of the Ameri- 
can Board of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 
sions, is president of the famous Doshisha 
University of Japan. He was born in Ku- 
mamoto, Japan, of Samurai family in 1863; 
graduated from the Doshisha College in 
1881 and from the Doshisha Theological 
School in 1884. He was a_ pastor 
for four years and then attended the 
Theological School of Yale University. Re- 
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turning to Japan he continued in the pas- 
torate until 1907, when he was elected presi- 
dent of Doshisha. He has delivered lectures 
in the leading cities of India, Burma and 
Ceylon, and was the first president of the 
Japan Christian Endeavor Union. 

Rey. Kali Churn Chatterjee, D. D., is one of 
the most interesting and successful of the 
missionaries of the Presbyterian Church. 
From Brahman caste Dr. Chatterjee inherit- 
ed high social and professional position. He 
graduated from a college at Calcutta. At 
twenty he was led to believe in the truth of 
Christianity through the influence of Mr. 
Duff. Upon graduation he became head- 
master of Jullunder Missionary School; la- 
ter, professor of mathematics in the Men’s 
College, Lahore. Ordained in ’68, and sent 
to the newly opened mission station at Hosh- 
yarpore, where he has since labored. Mrs. 
Chatterjee is the daughter of the Rev. Go- 
lak Nath, who was the first Brahman con- 
verted by the Presbyterian missionaries. 
Nath’s ten boys all became influential, some 
of them graduating from Cambridge, Prince- 
ton and Edinburgh, as well as schools in 
India. One nearly attained the highest po- 
sition attainable for a native to attain in 
the judiciary of India. Two of the three 
daughters of Nath married into royal fami- 
lies of India, where they were of great as- 
sistance in the work of the missionaries. 
One of those husbands was in Victoria’s Ju- 
bilee as her invited guest. The third girl 
married Dr. Chatterjee. Miss Lena Chat- 
terjee, the elder daughter, is teacher in a 
girls’ school for Hindus and in another for 
Moslems, in Hoshyarpore. Miss Cora, re- 
cent graduate of the Woman’s Medical Col- 
lege of Philadelphia, Pa., is a physician now 
among her people.

*** And now it is boldly said that Andrew 
Carnegie is an atheist, or an agnostic, or 
something of that class, and it is boldly men- 
tioned that it is because of this fact that 
he cuts out all of the teachers of the de- 
nominational colleges from a pension.

Well, 
we doubt that such a college can teach well 
true manliness, to say nothing of many oth- 
er things to which every college ought to 
give the most careful attention. We hope 
no college of the Christian Church will ever 
try to prove that it has no connection with 
its mother. We need institutions of a strong- 
er cast than that. Money is a great thing 
when well used, but it can be badly used 
and then it is far from a blessing. No col- 
lege can afford to forsake its principles and 
its real mission to its day and generation, 
even if thereby it should get to “smell” of 
a big pension. .The Lord save His people 
from money-idolatry! 
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Ministerial Doubters

A ministerial doubter,—that is, one who 
doubts in regard to the essential things of 
Christian faith and life—the great things of 
the truth of God,—has no business in the 
ministry. The work of the gospel is a 
mighty work: it has to do with the mighti- 
est interests;—/interests which touch 
heaven and earth, and bring heaven and 
earth into touch. There must be faith in 
things unseen and eternal. Indeed, faith 
is a necessary condition of success in any 
business. No man can work efficiently for 
any cause on any theory of the value and 
success of which he is in doubt. Emphatical- 
ly it is so in the great field of Christian serv- 
ice. Doubt cuts the nerve of courage and is 
paralysis upon energetic activity. Unless 
there be a real faith in God as-the Everlast- 
ing Father, all powerful, all wise, and all 
loving; faith in Christ as the Son of God, 
the embodiment and manifestation of the 
divine love, and mercy, the Redeemer and 
Savior and helper of man in his struggle 
against sin; not only once crucified, but now 
living; faith in the Bible as bringing to the 
world the revelation of the being of God, His 
precepts of life for moral and religious in- 
struction and guidance, the ways of God 
with man, the story of Christ and the pro- 
vision for the redemption, the sonship, and 
everlasting life of mankind,—there can be 
no efficiency, or even real sincerity. Even 
negatively, a weakness of faith, a want of 
confident trust in these things, is a source of 
weakness. Does there not lie here the secret 
of a lack, all too common, of the strength and 
efficiency that belong to the work of the 
ministry? Would not the appropriate prayer 
of many be, “Lord, I believe; help thou my 
unbelief.” But positive doubts would ren- 
der any one in every way unfit to be a 
preacher of the gospel message. 


But not all that is called doubt is of this 
kind. Standards of faith have been set up 
by ecclesiastical bodies and in the ecclesias- 
tical notions of men, that are entirely out- 
side these essentials, or any essentials; and 
faith demanded and doubt condemned in re- 
gard to them. The minister who does not 
accede to these standards is often thrown 
into the same category as those who doubt 
the vitalities. 

Belief in the Bible is often made to mean 
belief in “everything between the two lids of 
the Bible,’ doubt in regard to anything 
therein is condemned as doubting the divine 
authority of the Bible as a whole. But this 
includes, in many cases, Archbishop Ussher’s 
chronology of dates, (which certainly is in- 
correct, especially for the early parts of the 
Old Testament, and has not been printed in 
the American Bible Society’s books for sev- 
eral years,) the headings of the chapters, 
and the cross references of Reference Bibles, 
which are no part of the Bible itself. It does 
not distinguish between the value of the 
lists of geneological names in First Chroni- 
cles and Rabshekah’s revilings, on one hand, 
and the devotional Psalms and the Sermon on 
the Mount on the other. Such faith is not in- 





telligent faith; indeed, it is really no faith 
at all. It should be understood that the 
Bible was not given to teach cosmogony, nor 
astronomy, nor any form of natural science; 
not chronology, nor history, nor geneologies, 
nor the exact number of armies. To take it 


as such is to wrest it from its real purpose 
and to overlook its all-important lessons. Va- 
riations of opinion in regard to these tem- 
porary and incidental things have nothing to 
do with genuine faith, except as they bear 
on the moral and reglioius lessons involved.

Yet the variant opinions of sincere, intelli- 
gent Bible students are not infrequently de- 
nounced by over-zealous dogmatists as de- 
structive doubts and dangerous heresies. 
The Bible, as hinted above, is the progressive 
revelation of God to man, and the unfolding 
of His wise will, through His dealings with 
man and through precepts for their guid- 
ance in moral and religious life. The end 
in view, reaching its climax in the mission 
of Christ, is the uplift and salvation of man; 
his all-comprehensive and everlasting welfare 
and salvation,—now and forever. Real faith 
is that which works in line with this purpose. 
Varied opinions on matters extraneous and 
incidental are not really doubts, and should 
not be so considered. 

Again, many who charge others with 
doubts and heresies do not know, or do not 
distinguish, the difference between what the 
Bible says and what they think it says,—be- 
tween Scripture and their interpretation of 
it. Paul Kruger, president of the Boer Re- 
public, was a preacher; and he believed the 
world is flat. “If you believe the Word of 
God,” he said, “you have got to believe the 
world is flat.” And he chose to believe the 
Word of God as he understood it, in spite of 
known facts to the contrary; and whoever 
believed the world is round, to him, did not 
believe the Bible, was a doubter and a here- 
tic. The Paul Krugers are not all dead yet. 
They have their interpretations as to what 
the Bible says and what it means, and are 
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very positive that they are right. To ques- 
tion their theory is to doubt the Bible; and 
to doubt is to be condemned, if not damned. 
They have positive opinions as to what in 
the Bible is literal and what is figurative, 
what is history, what is legend, what is alle- 
gory, what is parable, who wrote each book 
of the Bible, when, and what for. To doubt 
what they think is to them to doubt the Bi- 
ble, and there is an outcry of heresy! 


To others an “infallible Bible’ means the 
infallibility and inerrancy of their notions 
about the Bible and what it teaches. They 
assume to know all about inspiration; about 
the atonement, the how and the why and the 
what of it; about the governmental and com- 
mercial transactions between the Father and 
Son before the foundation of the world in 
regard to the redemption of men, in whole 
or jn part; about the Trinity, and the rela- 
tion of its parts to each other; just what is 
implied in “the divinity of Christ;” about 
the mode and place and function of baptism 
as a church ordinance; about the coming of 
Christ, “the parousia,” how, and perhaps 
when and where it will take place; definite- 
ly all about the future allotment of men, 
good and bad. To such, orthodoxy is to 


think as I do, to believe the Bible is to be- 


lieve as I do, to doubt what I believe is to 
doubt the Bible. And the doubter is under 
ban as a doubter of the truth of God. The 
lack of discrimination between the faith in 
things which make for character and these 
theological quibbles is one cause for the lack 
of respect among thinking men for the teach- 
ing of the pulpit. A man of corrupt heart 
and immoral life may be thoroughly “ortho- 
dox” on these head-conceived theories. They 
do not make Christians. 


But there is another class of genuine doubt- 
ers. And, singularly enough, they often pose 
as the men of greatest faith, and champion 
defenders of it. These are they who doubt 
whether God can safely care for His own 
word. He needs their help, they think, else 
it is in danger of going to wreck on the quick- 
sands of criticism and advancing science. 
They are the Uzzahs, who fear that the ark 
of God will be shaken to pieces by the stumb- 
ling oxen, unless they put forth their hands 
to steady it. In their doubts and fears they 
stand on the same ground as the destructive 
infidel in his doubts and anticipations. “If 
this point can be carried,” says the infidel, 
“the whole Bible is undermined, the fabric 
of superstition falls, and the power of the 
Bible is gone forever; so let us attack it.” 
“If this point is lost,” says the counter an- 
tagonist, “our whole Bible is undermined, its 
authority gone, and God cannot save it: so 
let us stake our lives on the saving of this 
point.” I am old enough to remember when 
the historical literalness of the first chapter 
of Genesis was the mooted point. “If we 
can prove by science,” said the upstart in- 
fidel, “that the first of Genesis is not the 
literal history it has been supposed to be, 
if it can be shown that the world was not 
created all in one week of twenty-four-hour 
days, the Bible goes and with it the whole 
fabric of Christianity.” “If the ‘first of Gen- 
esis is not literal history,” said the timid be- 
liever, “how can we know that any of the 
Bible is true? We might as well give it all 
up.” Later, the theory of evolution,—not, 
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Whether God created all things, but How?— 
criticisms, high, low, and indifferent,—the 
authorship and intent of books, have been 
between the bats of the two classes of doubt- 
ers. Meantime, the man of science and the 
man of faith have agreed that “in the begin- 
ning God created the heavens and the earth” 
is an accepted truth, regardless of His meth- 
od of doing it. That sinning man needs love, 
mercy, forgiveness, and help, and can have 
it if he will, is an unquestioned fact of the 
Bible and of human experience. That Jesus 
Christ came into the world to save sinners, 
is a faithful saying and worthy of all accep- 
tation, untouched by any of the speculations. 
True faith stands strong in these convictions, 
while the doubter takes counsel of his timid- 
ity and is alarmed. “Nevertheless, the foun- 
dation of God standeth sure.” 

There are doubts and doubts, and there 
should be an intelligent discrimination be- 
tween them. But Faith,—faith in God, and 
Christ, and the Bible-taught way of life, in 
salvation and everlasting life, should be held 
firm and sure.

Governor Gillett has bravely protected 
California, and it is very instructive in 
civics that state sentiment had to be rein- 
forced by expressed national sentiment to 
bring him to his final decision. But let us 
not forget that a far greater battle remains, 
not to protect one state, but forty-five, against 
reproduction of the fight in moving-pictures 
and newspaper word pictures by the passage 
in Congress of the Walter Smith anti-prize 
fight bill (H. R. 25825) to “prohibit the 
transportation of pictures and descriptions of 
any prize-fight or encounter of pugilists un- 
der whatever name or any record of betting 
on the same”’—penalty not more than $100 
or imprisonment not to exceed one year. The 
support of this bill has been shamefully in- 
adequate and it will fail unless the new 
night letter telegrams of 50 words at same 
price as 10 words by day is brought in force 
into the fight. They will cost each signer 
hardly more than letter postage, in most 
towns, and will have far more force than let- 
ters, which however, should also be used

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the Church of Jesus Christ and cannot be ac- 
complished by any one else. The first thing 
the foreign immigrant ought to meet as he 
lands upon our shores ought to be the mes- 
sage of the Gospel. I am glad to know that 
a little is being done along that line but it 
is not enough. Sharpers, swindlers, gam- 
blers, saloonkeepers, and all the rest of the 
foul brood are alive and alert and Christians 
ought to be still more so. No single denomi- 
nation ought to be expected to do this work, 
indeed, none can do it. The Church of Jesus 
Christ could very properly and profitably 
spend one million dollars a year in mission 
work at or very close to Ellis Island. What 
the city needs and what it must have if it 
is not to continue to be a peril to our civili- 
zation is the Lord Jesus Christ in the hearts 
and in the lives of her dwellers. Save men 
and women and you have accomplished the 
salvation of society. There is a great deal 
being said in this connection about socialized 
or institutional churches. They may have 
their place in this great work. I am not pre- 
pared to say they have not, but as the great 
lever let us haye the Christianity preached 
by Christ and His apostles. Let it be 
preached by men and women who know Jesus 
as a Savior from all sin and unless God has 
changed or unless He is either dead or sleep- 
ing we shall thus save the State, save the 
nation, save the world. May God put this 
burden on the hearts of His people and send 
them forth to do the Master’s work.

Following 
telegram would cover four interstate bills 
based on same principles and plan; and still 
leave room for about a dozen influential 
names in night letter limit: “Favor interstate 
bills halting at state lines prize-fight pictures, 
race gambling bets, white slaves, and liquor 
consigned to dry territory.

The Federal Council Committee Acts 


A Joint Committee was formed in the spring 
of 1909 composed of the Committee on Home 
Missions of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America and a Special 
Committee appointed for the purpose by the 
Home Missions Council. It will be remem- 
bered that the Federal Council was organized 
by the specific and formal action of thirty 
denominations acting as entire denomination- 
al bodies, composed of over sixteen million 
communicants, and that the Home Missions 
Council is a combination of the Home Mission 
Boards and officers of fifteen communions, 
including nearly all the larger denominations. 
This Joint Committee consists of forty repre- 
sentative men from twenty-one denomina- 
tional bodies. 

This Joint Committee undertook as its first 
task to make an investigation of the actual 
conditions on the home mission field, to dis- 
cover in what degrees there is overlapping 
of effort, and in what degrees there exist 
home mission fields which are being neglect- 
ed by all. Offhand observations on this sub- 
ject are easy. What is needed is a wide and 
eareful induction of facts. 

As a beginning in this direction, the Joint 
Committee requested the Federal Council of 
Churches to make careful inquiry concern- 
ing a single and typical western state. In 
response to this request, Mr. O. F. Gardner, 
Assistant Secretary of the Federal Council, 
took up his residence in Colorado, in the very 
heart of the western home mission field, and 
gave his attention for some months to this 
investigation. 

On a blank prepared by the Joint Commit- 
tee, and with the co-operation of the State 
Superintendents of the various Home Mission 
Boards, church statistics were obtained di- 
rectly from the fields. These were verified 
in three ways: (a) by denominational year 
books; (b) by a census just taken by the 
Colorado State Sunday-School Association ; 
(c) by the Bulletin of Religious Bodies re- 
cently issued by the U. S. Census Bureau. 

The tables go over the entire state, county 
by county and town by town, giving the pop- 
ulation, the area, the post-offices, the church- 
es, the membership, the current expenses of 
the churches, and the amount of Home Mis- 
sion aid received. In addition to statistics, 
many written descriptions of conditions were 
secured. Since this information was neces- 
sarily obtained through voluntary co-opera- 
tion, it is surprising that definite returns cov- 
er at least seventy-five per cent. of all the 
church work now being done in Colorado. 
Substantially we have a conspectus of over 
ninety per cent. of all. 

At one end of the scale eleven per cent. of 
Home Mission aid goes to fields where there 
is but one church; 77.8 per cent. goes to the 
strategic centers, the nine largest towns and 
cities of the state (35.6 per cent. goes to the 
two largest cities). Nearly ninety per cent. 
therefore, (88.8 per cent.), of the Home Mis- 
sion aid goes either where there is no dupli- 
eation whatever or to the swiftly growing 
cities, where the future of the people is piv- 
oted, leaving but 11.2 per cent. at the other 
end of the scale. 


Facts ascertained enable us to answer two 
questions : 

A MINOR QUESTION: IS THERE OVERLAPPING? 

It is plain that overlapping of effort where 
it exists at all is to be found in the 11.2 per 
cent. of aid going to places of no considerable 
size, where two or more mission boards are 
aiding in the maintenance of churches. This 
statement does not overlook the fact that 
overlapping is possible even in populous and 
growing cities through undue multiplication 
of churches in certain neighborhoods. Nor 
does it ignore the further fact that there 
may be over-churching in communities which 
do not receive home mission aid. But the 
former condition appears to be exceptional, 
and the latter is beyond the scope of the re- 
sponsibility of Home Mission Boards. These 
Boards need mainly to turn their attention 
to the 11.2 per cent. of aid mentioned above, 
in order to ascertain whether it is justifiable 
in a large view of the case. Although no 
positive judgment can be expressed as to a 
given field without an exhaustive examina- 
tion’ made on the spot, it is yet plain from 
general conditions that there is occasion for 
the Home Mission Boards to give fresh con- 
sideration to this feature of their responsibil- 
ity. Such very exceptional cases as that of 
a town with four hundred people and four 
churches receiving home mission aid to the 
amount of $660, and another of three hun- 
dred people with six churches receiving $530 
of such aid, call for prompt and careful scru- 
tiny. Other places without such patent ex- 
cess of churches show conditions which create 
a similar presumption. 

The importance of this aspect of the sub- 
ject has to do not so much with the waste 
of home mission money, of which waste the 
amount at worst is small, but with the loss 
of effectiveness which accompanies undue 
multiplication of churches. 


THE MAJOR QUESTION : IS THERE OVERLOOKING? 


Turning to the urgent, vital question of 
neglected fields, the results of the investiga. 
tions are a surprise even to those most int?- 
mately familiar with western conditions. One 
hundred and thirty-three places were found, 
ranging in population from one hundred and 
fifty to one thousand souls, without Protes- 
tant churches of any kind; and one hundred 
of these are also without a Roman Catholic 
church. Some of these places have two or 
three saloons and other agencies of evil but 
no preaching of the Gospel of righteousness 
and salvation. It is not to be assumed that 
the communities thus indicated are al] vil- 
lages. Some of them are rural communities, 
some are mining communities scattered up 
and down a narrow valley, being difficult to 
care for because thus scattered. In addition 
to these, there are four hundred and twenty- 
eight communities of sufficient importance to 
have post-offices, but without any churches. 
There are whole counties with no adequate 
religious work. Examples are, San Miguel, 
with over 5,000 people in twelve places, and 
only three churches in the county; Lake 
County, with four churches in Leadville, 
which has 13,000 people; Las Animas Coun- 
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ty, with eleven churches in Trinidad, where 
there are 14,000 people, but only four church- 
es for the 16,000 people, largely Mexican, in 
all the rest of the county ; Cheyenne County, 
a rapidly developing dry farming county with 
only one church. Of the sixty counties in the 
state at least eighteen appear to be without 
adequate church work of any kind. If the 
same ratio of destitute communities to total 
population through all the eleven mountain 
and Pacific states holds good, there are more 
than one thousand of them; counting post- 
office neighborhoods without churches, over 
four thousand. 

The conditions just revealed are a reproach, 
either to the Home Mission Boards or their 
supporting constituencies or both. Swift and 
concerted endeavor should be put forth to 
remedy them. 

The Joint Committee, on the assumption 
that in one degree or another other western 
states would show a state of affairs like that 
in Colorado, recommended to the Boards con- 
stituting the Home Missions Council that 
they instruct their representatives as follows: 

1. To confer with like officers of other 
Home Mission Societies or Boards and ar- 
range to allot the entirely unoccopied fields 
among the various bodies, so that each shall 
feel especial responsibility for given fields. 

2. To decline to endorse application for 
home mission aid in places where the Gospel 
of Christ is earnestly and adequately promul- 
gated by others and where assurred prospects 
of growth do not seem to demand the estab- 
lishment of other churches. 


This recommendation has been endorsed in 
spirit and principle by the following organi- 
zations: The American Baptist Home Mission 
Society ; The Congregational Home Mission- 
ary Society; The Board of Home Missions 
of The Presbyterian Church in the U. S. A.; 
The Board of Home Missions of The United 
Presbyterian Church in N. A.; The Board of 
Home Missions of the Presbyterian Church 
in the U. S.; Board of Home Missions of the 
Reformed Church and the United Brethren 
in Christ. The Executive Committee of The 
Board of Home Missions and Church Exten- 
sion of the Methodist Episcopal Church has 
placed on record the following action: “That 
while as members of The Board we are fav- 
orable to the principles stated in the Joint 
Recommendations, we feel that final action 
must be referred to the governing body of 
the church, namely the General Conference.” 

It was not possible for any of these bodies 
to adopt these resolutions in their literal 
form, since all of them carry on their work 
through and with Conventions, Conferences, 
Associations, and Presbyteries in such way 
that the co-operation of local and national 
bodies must be solicited and secured in order 
to the full working of the plan. But without 
dissent the members of all these Boards ex- 
pressed their sympathy with the end in view. 
Under the commission of the Boards named 
are 5,115 out of the 6,066 home missionaries 
west of the Mississippi River. Steps are be- 
ing taken to secure in each state a conference 
of home mission representatives, looking to 
the initiation of such co-operative measures 
as has been described. It is believed by the 
Joiit Committee that the fields where co- 
operation is feasible are exceedingly varied, 
comprising such as the following: 
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1. In Spanish-speaking fields, in some of 
which it has long been in force. 

2. In work for the Indians, where it is 
in process of adoption. 

3. In mining and lumbering camps, where 
the population is especially shifting. 

4. Among immigrants who do not find in 
this country already a considerable body of 
their own nationality in evangelical churches. 

5. In the congested sections of great cities, 
where there is no coping with the vast needs 
except by co-operating. 

6. In thinly populated sections which are 
not strategic numerically and yet, judging by 
the past, are the springs of the best life of 
the nation. 

7. Experience indicates that recommenda- 
tion 2 is likely to find its most frequent ap- 
plication in the smaller towns and villages 
which have no assurance of large growth. 

In these and like forms of effort, both with- 
in and without home mission lines, persistent 
endeavor should be put forth to bring about 
the largest measure of conference and co-op- 
eration.

What is it you say over and over 
to yourself in the quiet hours by day, when 
for a little while the world is shut out of 
your thought—or in the silent night watches 
you keep alone, when burdens grow heavier 
and your soul seems alone in God’s great 
universe, so still it is? Is it the happy mem- 
ories that crowd unbidden into the mind, 
bringing joy with them, and a sense of relief 
after the weary round of the day’s common- 
place duties, or is it the troubled memories of 
past mistakes, of crucified desires and am-

INFIDEL DISHONESTY

A German professor has accused Haeckel, 
the atheistic scientist, of having made 
changes in representations of ancient remains 
in order to support some of his hypotheses ; 
and the truth of this charge the widely-known 
monistie scientist has admitted, as he says 
that he has changed drawings of other sa- 
vants, representative of certain antiquities, 
but he considers none of the changes he has 
made to be important. A number of Ger- 
man scientists have published a signed state- 
ment that they accept Haeckel’s conclusions 
concerning evolution, but do not “entirely ap- 
prove of his methods and manners.” On the 
other hand, there is a group of scientists in 
Germany whose published statement declares 
Haeckel to be wholly unreliable as a savant 
and that his methods are false throughout. 

Do facts such as these not indicate that in- 
fidelity is often more due to an evil heart 
of unbelief than to a conviction forced by in- 
vestigation that their theories are true? 
There are arguments for Christianity that 
have been found satisfactory to men of the 
greatest intellect, such as Milton, Newton, 
Gladstone and hosts of others throughout the 
eenturies from the days of that intellectual 
giant, the Apostle Paul. And besides the 
merely intellectual arguments, there is the 
effect of Christian living upon the believer 
that shows how blind or evil are those who 
set themselves against the one religion that 
changes the vilest of men and women into 
decent members of society and has been, 
wherever tried on a large scale, the means of 
a moral revolution. The change that came 
within a few decades in the Fiji Islands, 
bringing civilization and enlightenment to a 
race of cannibals, is in itself sufficient to 
produce the conviction in a fair mind that 
the Christian religion is of God.

The Holy Spirit—The Need of the Church

When He the Spirit of truth is come—I 
will pray the Father and He will give you 
another Comforter. Is it not remarkable 
how many ignore the power of the Spirit, 
and his mission? Without doubt many 
churches are dying for the want of the Holy 
Ghost, and, my friend, is it because the Bible 
is silent on this subject, or that God has 
changed? The answer of those who know the 
word will be, the Bible is not silent, and 
God is the same, but man has changed, he 
has decided to make his own religion, and 
to have a religion that is easy to take in to 
the world. and a religion that does not make 
him sacrifice the sins, the pet sins, that he 
loves and does not feel as though he could 
give them up just yet. In this short article 
I will only embody a few of the most im- 
portant things that we, as Christians, ought 
to know, and that we ought to teach and 
preach upon the house tops. We must not 
forget that the Holy Spirit has a mission on 
earth, and if I rightly divide the word of 
truth, we should employ the same method 
when writing about the third person as we 
would in speaking of the second. I will 
send Him unto you—When He is come. Many 
sermons begin with Bethlehem and close with 
Olivet, and do not reach the upper room, 
where He. Christ’s successor, came like a 
mighty rushing wind. From that tenth day 
of prayer in the upper room, the Holy Spirit 
began His work in full power, and will keep 
it up until Christ’s second coming. I have 
noticed in my short life of less than thirty 
years, that man is apt to neglect the weighty 
things because of some lameness in himself, 
but God makes no difference in man, and the 
same Holy Spirit is to comfort all true be- 
lievers. Jesus said, “Lo, I am with you al- 
way. even unto the end of the world.” In this 
Scripture the presence of the Holy Spirit is 
evidently meant, and when He is come He 
will guide you in to all truth, that is, when 
we make room for Him, and obey His in- 
structions. We read that men spoke as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost. In this we 
can see that He plans for our welfare, and 
teaches us to say only the things that are 
good, and that pleases our God. We also 
read, “take no thought of what ye shall say 
for the Holy Ghost will teach you what ye 
ought to say.” If those who oppose the Holy 
Spirit would read up on this subject, I feel 
sure that they would leave their old worn 
tent in the wilderness, and that they would 
enter the joy of a full salvation, the kind 
that makes men happy from sole to crown. 
The day of pentecost was a day of joy; on 
that day the promises of God and His Son 
were fulfilled, that said, I will pour out my 
Spirit upon you—I will send him unto you. 
If it was necessary for the primitive church 
to have this Holy Spirit, what about the 
Church of to-day? If it made them seem 
to the sinner as drunken men, how about it 
to-day? I cannot find any proof in the Bible 
that God has changed, nor that He wants us 
to make our own righteousness. 

We must not forget that the Holy Spirit 


was embodied in the Church on the day of 
pentecost, and that He will remain in the 
TRUE Church, and He will lead that Church 
into pastures green and beside still waters. 
God knew man, and He knew that man need- 
ed a guide, therefore He made it possible by 
the death of His Son, that the Holy Spirit 
could occupy the same chamber, and He will 
teach the one that possesses Him all things. 
Know ye not that your body is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost? Now we read that when 
Jesus was here in person, that He put those 
out of the temple who sold oxen and doves, 
and that He upset the tables of the money 
changers, and said, “It is written, My Fa- 
ther’s house is the house of prayer, but ye 
have made it a den of thieves.” Now the 
Holy Spirit is Christ’s successor, and your 
body is the temple, hence He eradicates all 
uncleanness, breaks down the idols, over- 
throws the tables that contains cards, strong 
drink and all other sins, and sets up His 
throne of love, and reigns over the body as 
well as the mind. The apostle John ealls all 
Christians little children, and in this he 
means that we must be under subjection and 
ruled by Christ's successor, as a child is by 
its parent. 

John in speaking before the day of pente- 
cost said the Holy Ghost was not yet, that 
is, He, the HOLY GHOST, was not em- 
bodied in the Church, but on the day of pente- 
cost He took possession, and men spoke with 
other tongues, and the great promise was ful- 
filled. 

The Altar is Calvary and the Laver is 
Pentecost. Calvary stands for the Blood, and 
the Laver for the Sanctifying Spirit. Now 
there is one thing of much importance, and 
that we must learn and teach that God does 
not bow to man, but that man must bow to 
God. God was not separated from man, but 
man from God, and therefore we must ac- 
cept His plan without trying to change it. 

Notice, when the leper was to be cleansed 
the blood was to be put on the tip, on the 
right ear, and the thumb of the right hand, 
the great toe of the right foot, then the oil 
was to be put upon the blood (Lev. 14). 
There was at no time a change made in the 
way this should be done; it was done as 
God made the plan; the oil was not put on 
first, but, the blood. Pentecost could not have 
preceded Calvary, or the outpouring of the 
Spirit the shedding of blood. 


To sum up what I am saying, the Holy 
Spirit is Christ’s successor, and is in the 
same form that Christ was before His birth. 
Only, and only, when we throw off this mor- 
tal, will we be able to behold Him, for to 
behold God’s great mysteries, this mortal 
must put on immortality, and we cannot do 
it without the Holy Ghost leads us to do it. 
A seed will die, then it lives in a more beau- 
tiful form, and so it will be with those who 
accept the Holy Spirit, who will guide unto 
the last, then the Son will be with us through 
all eternity, where no pain, death, or sick- 
ness will ever come. When the day of pente- 
cost was come those who enjoyed it were 
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filled and there was no room there for anger 
that caused men to sin, backbiting was not 
known, but they had all things common, for 
the Spirit put men on an equality, and they 
served God fearlessly, and many were added 
to the Church day after day. How is it now? 
Does the Holy Spirit lead men to do what 
some do? And do all men who profess re- 
ligion have the right kind? 


We are not appealing in this article to 
classical or patristic Greek, but in a way 
that every one can understand, for Paul tells 
us that a few words in a known tongue are 
better than many in an unknown. Many do 
not believe in the reality of the Holy Spirit, 
but let us see what the Bible says. He 
speaks (Acts 1:16), He works miracles (Acts 
2:4; 8:39), He sets ministers over church- 
es (Acts 20:8), He commands and forbids 
(Acts 8:29), He prays for us (Rom. 8:26), 
He witnesses (Rom. 8:16), He can be 
grieved (Eph. 4:30), He can be blasphemed 
(Mark 3:21), He can be resisted (Acts 7: 51) 


I could give many more references to His 
office, but I think the above sufficient to 


prove that He is doing a great work for those. 


who accept Him, and that in writing or 
speaking we should honor the Holy Ghost. 
I can say with all the blood-washed, thank 
God for the Comforter, He is all to me, and 
He will direct my way, and when that dark 
valley I pass through, He will be with me, 
to guide until I meet my Lord. A great 
many profess to know the Bible, and I am 
astonished to know that they seem to be in 
darkness as to the power of the Holy Spirit, 
and why is it so? Is it because they are 
blinded? Is it because God will not reveal 
to them? Is it because the Bible is a mys- 
tery? Is it because they-do not read and 
pray? Is it because they harbor evil? Is it 
because they refuse, or what will we call it? 
We are told to search the Bible. We are 
told to pray. We are told that God will an- 
swer prayer, and that He loves to give good 
gifts to His children. I believe to honor the 
Holy Ghost means to have power, and that 
we will be kept from sin. I like a religion 
that makes me happy, and one that I know 
I have, and one that will do to die trusting 
in, and one that will take away fear, and 
make us free. Many people do not know 
that they are saved, they guess they are, and 
they seem to be in a dark vision, there is no 
answer to their prayers, there is no joy in 
their lives and they have no desire to send 
their children to Sunday-school, or to go 
themselves. Christ said, I will send Him un- 
to you, and when He is come He will re- 
prove the world of sin. That means, if we 
have the Holy Spirit we will seek to do good, 
to show men and women that there is a 
higher life, one that will be worth living, 
and that we are proud of because we walk 
with God. 


The great need of our day is men who 
will proclaim the whole gospel, not only 
baptism and the Lord’s Supper, but that men 
must obey in all things, and that a Christian 
must seek to be like Christ, and not do what 
he thinks Christ would not do. It would be 
impossible for a child to carry the load that 
a horse could haul, and so it is impossible 
for us to do what the Holy Ghost was sent 
to do. When the Spirit comes into a man’s 
life he is a new creature, old things pass 
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away, and he will not do the things that 
some do, for the Lord will dwell in him, and 
he will be clean. If we are Christians (true 
followers of Christ) we will seek to do what 
He would do, to say the things that He 
would say, and instead of making strife, 
make peace. Many shall be called, but few 
will be chosen, and not all that say, “Lord, 


Lord,” will be saved, only those who obey, and 
follow the Lord, and accept the word in 
faith. When we come to leave this world, 
when we offer the last prayer, and have 


fought the last battle may we one and all 
meet in-Heaven, where we can praise our 
God forever, who has done so much for us. 


RECOLLECTIONS OF AN OCTOGENARIAN 


THE ONION BED 





In the spring of 1837 my father prepared 
a place in the garden about five by twelve 
feet in size on which he sowed onion seed. 
The ground had not been fertilized; for that 
reason it was not expected that it would give 
much of a yield. The seed germinated well 
enough, but after the onions came up they 
did not thrive. It was not so with the 
weeds, for they sprang up and grew vigor- 
ously. 


It was necessary for my father to be much 
away from home that season; so he directed 
me to pull the weeds from the onion bed. I 
knew it would be useless to speak of go- 
ing to play with other boys and leave those 
weeds growing there among the onions; so 
with very reluctant feelings I went at them, 
but it was extremely hard work to do so. 


The bed was so wide that I could not 
reach across it, and so I had to get down 
on my hands and knees, which made me 
ache. I tried different schemes; one was 
to make a little wooden plow, but that was 
a failure. Another plan was to lay a poard 
across the bed with sticks of wood under 
its ends to hold it up from the bed, and re- 
cline upon that while pulling the weeds. 


A few minutes after sunset, one beautiful 
day, I tipped my board edgewise to let 
the weeds and dirt drop off, getting ready 
to quit work for the night. Just as I was 
stooping over the board I saw my shadow 
‘on it, and the shadow of a limb of an apple- 
tree that hung out over me. My first thought 
was of moonlight, but in an instant I noticed 
the shadow was moving so rapidly that be- 
fore I could straighten up- and look the 
light had disappeared. Then I went to the 
house, which was only a few rods away; I 


stepped around the corner and looked down — 


the road to see if my parents were coming, 
as they were both away that afternoon. Then 
I went in and found one little brother asleep 
in the cradle, the other was there very quiet. 
I went to the fireplace to rake the fire out 
of the ashes, for we would need more fire 
to make enough to last over night. At that 
moment there was a loud report, which came 
as I believe, from the meteor. I cannot tell 
how long it was after I saw the shadows be- 
fore I heard the report, but it seemed ‘to me 
as though it was several minutes. This hap- 
pened at an hour when many people were 
milking their cows. One woman was so bad- 
ly frightened by the sudden appearance of 
that celestial visitor, that she dropped the 
pail of milk she was carrying. Those who 
Saw it said it appeared like a big ball of 
fire revolying rapidly, and all the time 
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throwing off large sparks of fire with a 
sharp crackling sound. 

My father did not complain of my slow 
progress at the onion bed; so after many 
weary days I completed the weeding task. 
Then I told him that I had finished it, and 
suggested the matter of going to play with 
other boys. He said that I had been so long 
time doing the work that where I commenced 
weeds were up so large again that he thought 
I had better keep right at it and go over it 
again. I did not fancy his decision at the 
time; but since then I have seen idle boys 
running in the streets, smashing glass from 
windows in vacant buildings, with other 
forms of mischief. Then I was thankful 


- that my father, instead of letting me associ- 


ate with such companions, chose to let me 
graduate from an onion bed.

REV. WILLIAM BRUSH, D. D. 


Rey. William Brush, D. D., was for some 
years president of the Methodist college at 
Fayette, Iowa. He was a large man, pos- 
sibly his weight was more than 225 pounds. 
His voice was heavy, and as a preacher he 
was very interesting and well liked. There 
was a time when his name was before the 
church for the office of Bishop. I was best 
acquainted with him after he left the school 
and was serving as presiding elder. His 
district included a large section of level 
country which was frequently overftowed 
when the snow melted in the spring before 
the streams were free from ice. With 
cheap, poorly-constructed bridges, it was 
often difficult, sometimes dangerous to at- 
tempt to cross; yet he never failed to meet 
his appointments, even when he knew it 
would mean a ducking for him in ice cold 
water. 

He was well adapted to the management 
of a lot of roguish students, for when they 


planned some mischievous caper he would al- - 


ways find out about it in season to frustrate 
their intentions. 

Once when he was intending to start early 
to drive out into the country, he fixed the 
carriage all ready (it had a good boot), but 
a lot of the students thought it would be a 
funny joke to take his carriage away where 
it would bother him to find it. But he found 
out what they were planning, and got into 
the carriage with the boot down nice and 
tight, where he waited. Soon the boys came 
and started with their load. All went well 
for half a mile, then a rising ground made 
it harder work to pull the carriage. They 
began to joke about it, saying they guessed 
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that what made it run so hard was that 
“Old Fatty” himself was in it. Finally 
they decided that the fun did not pay for 
the hard work it cost, so they let go of 
the carriage and started back toward town. 
The elder stuck his head out from under 
the boot and called out, “Boys, are you go- 
ing off like this and leave me here? Come 
back and draw me to where you started with 
me.” So the boys had the fun of drawing 
him back to the starting place, which was 
not so funny as drawing him the other way.

ELDER CALEB RICHARDSON 


A large part of the surrounding country 
where my parents lived ninety years ago had 
never been robbed of its beautiful, primeval 
forest; consequently roads suitable for car- 
riages were very scarce in that part of the 
state, and traveling in summer was done 
mostly on foot, or on horseback. When a 
young man wished to take the young lady 
of his choice out to ride in the best style, it 
was his duty to tender for her use a good 
horse and sidesaddle. It was not often that 
two grown persons rode on one horse at the 
same time. My parents had but one horse, 
and for that reason both of them walked to 
meeting one Sunday and carried a young 
child in their arms. 

A large part of the first mile of their walk 
was through the original wilderness, with no 
road only a foot-path where the leaves had 
been trampled by the occasional passing of 
solitary pedestrians. 

After emerging from the forest they called 
at the first house they came to, to rest a few 
minutes. The good man of the house, ac- 
cording to the usual customs of those times, 
brought out his rum and sugar to treat them, 
for he thought my mother needed something 
to rest her after taking such a long walk, 
and she must go still farther to get to the 
meeting. After treating he set his decanter 
and sugar away. Very soon the preacher 
called on his way to church, but for some 
reason which I never knew, he failed to get 
a treat, which caused him to feel much 
slighted, and considerably offended. Since 
that time a great change has taken place 
among ministers and the laity in regard to 
treating with intoxicating beverages. Now 
it would be a much greater insult to a preach- 
er to offer to treat him than it would be to 
neglect to make the offer. 

This preacher continued his services as 
spiritual leader of the church where he was 
then preaching for several years, during which 
time he was ordained. His ordination was 
the first service of the kind that I ever wit- 
nessed, and to me it seemed very impressive.

HOMILETIC SUGGESTIONS OF A 
HOMEWARD VOYAGE 

The Jews were poor sailors. Unlike their 
cousins, the Phenicians, who lived just north 
of them on the coast of the Great Sea, they 
were never owners or Sailors of ships. ‘hey 
were traders to the ends of the earth, but 
Jonah sailed toward Tarsish in a heathen 
vessel and completed the voyage in a craft 
whose nationality is undetermined, and the 
Apostle Paul made his only voyage to Rome 
in a ship bearing the figurehead of Castor 
and Pollux. Once in the splendid days of 
Solomon, Israel adopted a naval policy, but 
the fleet was manned by sailors from Tyre 
and appears to have been nothing of note, 
except to import peacocks and monkeys for 
Solomon’s gardens. In Jehosaphat’s time 
there was an attempt to restore this ideal- 
ized memory of the nearly imaginary sea 
power and another navy was built, like Solo- 
mon’s on the Arabian Gulf, but the first 
great storm sent it to the bottom of the sea 
and that ended all aspiration of Israel to be 
a naval power. No single great event in the 
history of the people of the Bible was de- 
termined or even measureably influenced by 
Israel's location on the Great Sea. When 
John wrote the Apocalypse, his dream of 
heaven was a land where there was no more 
sea. 


IMAGERY OF THE OCEAN 


All this being true, it is*rather surprising 
that the Bible so abounds in imagery drawn 
from the ocean, that it enters with so much 
of sympathy into the life of those who go 
down to the sea in ships and do their busi- 
ness in great waters. Biblical references to 
the sea are reasonably abundant and they 
have supplied the pulpit in the past with 
figures of speech drawn from the nautical 
world. To Sam Jones belongs the honor of 
having discovered the uses of the locomotive 
as a sermonic illustration, but even yet the 
ship is full of suggestions of the spiritual 
life. 

The writer of this artide has just re- 
turned from a summer in Europe, and his 
feet are hardly yet accustomed to the steady 
shore. Some incidents of the homeward 
voyage suggest to him possible homiletic 
uses, 


A MODERN MIRACLE 


First of all, a great change has come about 
since the accident to the Republic. Great 
numbers of ships have been busy installing 
.the wireless telegraph, until now practically 
every great passenger steamer is equipped 
with means for performing this modern mir- 
acle. I have had it explained to me repeat- 
edly and in very simple language. They have 
told me to remember how the stone dropped 
into the water causes a succession of ripples 
to the outermost shore of the lake, how these 
if clasified into large ripples and small, in- 
tercepted at some point on the water surface, 
might indicate a message through the use of 


the Morse alphabet. Then they have told 
me how all space is full of the interstellar 
ether, which they described as an exceedingly 
hard, elastic substance, vastly more rarified 
than air and subject to the vibrations of 
light, heat and electricity. The problem of 
wireless telegraphy, as they tell me, is first 
to make splashes in the ether, and then to 
read the ripples somewhere. 

LOOKED WISE 


I listened and looked wise and pretended 
to understand and I pass the explanation on, 
hoping that, the reader understands it better 
than I do. But one thing I understand, and 
that is the possibility of doing the thing 
which they have undertaken to explain to 
me. I was lying in my berth at night when 
the steward rapped, and said, “Marconigram 
for you, sir,” and turned on the light and I 
read it. Friends from America passing east- 
ward on another ship, one hundred or more 
miles away, far below the rim of the horizon, 
and out of sight, had found our ship and 
sent me a message of greeting. I read the 
message and the steward turned out the 
light, and I lay and thought of the wonder- 
ful thing that had happened. I also sent 
messages by wireless. Being somewhat de- 
layed, I telegraphed my congregation Satur- 
day afternoon, and the message was read 
from the pulpit Sunday morning, conveyed 
across I know not what spaces of water and 
through dense fog. 


ALWAYS IN TOUCH 


There is hardly a point in which a ship 
now crossing the ocean is out of touch either 
with the land or with other ships. The iso- 
lation of the old days is gone, and ships 
communicate with ships and with the shore 
in a manner that only to profound stupidity 
can be otherwise than marvelous. And now 
if men can speak to men without the inter- 
vention of clumsy devices of yore, without 
the same processes that have been deemed 
requisite since the creation of the world, if 
in an instant friends removed far from each 
other’s sight can know each other’s thoughts, 
and feel each other’s love, why should it seem 
a strange thing that God can communicate 
His thoughts and make us think them after 
Him, can express to us His feeling and can 
inspire us to love Him in return? And though 
it be as great a mystery as wireless teleg- 
raphy (for there could hardly be more of a 
mystery than that) still, is it not the truth 
that men do feel and discern the thought and 
purpose of God in His message to the soul 
of man? 

A FOG 


We made on the whole a prosperous jour- 
ney homeward, but a short distance east of 
the coast of Newfoundland we struck a fog 
and it held us back thirty-six hours. A fog 
is an unmitigated nuisance on the ocean and 
an imminent peril when one nears the shore. 
In mid-ocean the ship may blow the horn 
and go ahead, but when there is any peril 
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of rocks, the ship must stop, and I thought 
what a pity it is for any one to be in a 
spiritual fog. More or less, we have been 
there in the last generation. As the warm 
south wind of the gulf stream strikes the 
southward flowing ice from the arctic re- 
gions, off the coast of Labrador, it creates 
fog. The very process of melting some old 
and dangerous ice in the theological world 
has produced a fog in the minds of not a 
few good men. It is not simply in religion 
that this is true. Science feels it quite as 
much. The domineering tone of the scientist 
heard so emphatically a generation ago in 
scorn of the mere probability of religion 
has given place to hesitation and hypothesis 
in the scientific world. The armorial bear- 
ings of science now are chieflly interrogation 
points. It is so in the world of medicine. 
We have made vast progress in diagnosis, 
but very, very little in obtaining any certain 
answer to questions concerning the curative 
properties of drugs. Instead, the medical 
world is questioning whether drugs _ really 
produce the effects which have been assumed 
to result from their use. Now, in these days 
of uncertainty, in other realms of thought 
and research is it not time for a new and 
glorious dogmatism on the part of the Christ- 
ian church? We need not be dogmatic about 
things that we thought we knew and now 
are sure we do not know. 


UNDISPUTED TRUTH 


We may safely eliminate dogmatism from 
the literary and scientific questions which 
grow out of biblical discussions, but shall we 
not hail the present as an opportunity for a 
new emphasis on the indisputable truth of 
man’s need of the saving power of the gos- 
pel of Christ and of the adaption of that 
gospel to satisfy the deepest and most perma- 
nent longings of the human soul? Our 
fathers were very sure they were right in 
the things wherein they differed. Cannot 
we be as sure we are right in the things 
wherein we agree? There can never be a 
scientific certainty greater than that which 
belongs to the essential truths of the gospel 
of Christ, if the souls of men only just have 
needed and will need just what that gospel 
contains. And when a soul is in fog it needs 
just what a ship needs in a fog—a single 
glimpse of the shore and a moment’s look at 
sun or stars. A ship can go far by dead 
reckoning. If there were no rocks, the ship 
could sail around the world and never see 
the sun and still keep fairly near its course, 
but when the ship draws near shore, there 
is need of certainty, for straight is the gate 
and narrow is the way that leads into the 
harbors of the world. The Atlantic Ocean is 
wide and so is the Gulf of St. Lawrence, but 
Belle Isle Strait is narrow, and it joins the 
two with rock headlands on either side; but 
on the outside lie the fog and the rocks and 
the boisterous waves, and within is still 
water and sunshine and a safe way home. 


ONLY A LITTLE STEAMER 


The fog had begun to lift and we were 
headed toward the straits after having 
steamed twenty miles away from shore and 
drifted still another twenty miles. We were 
moving on with good heart and reasonable 
probability of finding our way through, for 
the fog was much thinner than it had been 
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Still we could not see the sun or shore and 
the deep sea lead was in constant use to 
determine our depth of water. Just then we 
met a little steamer coming from the west. 
It was only a little steamer and a tramp 
steamer at that, but we knew that the straits 
lay behind her and she had come through 
where we were about to go and we had only 
to steam straight the way she had come and 
we should find our way. It is in this manner 
that some men who are not great in other 
things become great in their power for good. 
Their experience becomes a guide to others. 
They have come through where others must 
make their way and they have found the 
way safe. 
FIRST SIGHT OF LAND 

To those who have not seen land for many 
days, the first sight of shore is inspiring, 
even if it be not much of a shore. Belle Isle 
and Labrador and the coast of Newfoundland 
present a rather bleak and ominous front to 
the approaching vessel, but they look good 
to one who has been long at sea. Now I sup- 
pose that if one were so weary of the sea 
that he could not be content to finish his 
journey, he might put on a life preserver 
and jump overboard and swim ashore at Belle 
Isle and find a means of earning an honest 
living and remain there the rest of his nat- 
ural life. And, it could not be said of such 
a man that he had remained on the other 
side of the Atlantic, nor yet that he had gone 
to the bottom of the sea. On the other hand 
it would not be true to say that he had ar- 
rived at home. 

STRANDED 

I am constrained to think there are too 
many men of whom you cannot think that 
they will be eternally lost and yet of whom 
you have the uncomfortable feeling that they 
are stranded on the island somewhere and 
are not completing their voyage. I should 
not like to think of them as though they 
were expatriated or drowned, but though 
Belle Isle may be just as safe, it is not home 
for me, and there are Christians not a few, 
who ought not to remain content until they 
set sail again and come gloriously into port. 

These are some of the suggestions which 
rise in the mind of the modern parson as 
he takes up his work after his summer voy- 
age, and if any question arises as to the 
propriety of his preaching at the beginning 
a sermon abounding with memories of the 
great deep, he has at least, the honorable 
and distinguished precedents of Jonah and 
the Apostle Paul.—W. E. Barton in Advance.

THE COST OF BEING A CHRISTIAN IN 
THE EAST 

Nominally, at least, the religion of Jesus 
of Nazareth rules the dominating nations of 
Europe and America; Japan and Buddha 
and the worship of ancestors hold sway in 
the Orient, but none of these latter factors 
have direct power or responsibility in Asi- 
atic or European Turkey. 

In powerful England, with a navy the 
world dreads, the creed of Christ is in the 
ascendant; on the European continent, Rom- 
an Catholic divides dominion with Protes- 
tant, but everywhere the Sermon on the 
Mount is the spiritual Magna Charta of the 
great masses that are borne down by taxa- 
tion to support lordly hosts on land, and in- 
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creasing armadas on the sea; in America, 
people worship the Galilean through the me- 
dium of a score of various denominations, 
and the might of America on land and sea, 
and the voice of America in international 
counsels, are wide as the world. 

For upward of a quarter of a century the 
co-religionists of Europe and America wear- 
ing the national designation of Armenians 
have borne the brunt of murderous Moslem 
fury. 

Men, by thousands, have been brutally tor- 
tured to death, while Mohammedan fanatics 
jibed at their expiring agonies. 

Women have been forced to witness the 
slaughter of husbands and brothers and fa- 
thers and sweethearts, and later themselves 
subjected to those unspeakable outrages the 
bare thought of which makes the blood of 
the normal man run cold. 

Children have been torn from parents and 
sold into abject slavery; or their brains 
dashed out as a sacrifice to the Prophet! A 
sacrifice! To the Prophet! 

Murder las been a pastime with these 
frenzied followers of Mahomet when the 
playthings were Christian men and women 
and little children. 

The torch has swept away whole towns 
and ravaging armies have blighted uncount- 
ed thousands of productive acres. 

Graveyards sit now where once stood 
thriving villages. A wide, charred swath 
marks the one-time site of a peaceful, smil- 
ing country. 

In the most recent of these outrages, thirty 
thousand men, women and children were 
murdered, maimed, degraded by Mohamme- 
dan lust or sold into slavery. 

The Armenians have dwindled from a 
hardy race of twenty-five million people to 
a shrinking, cowering, terror-blasted and 
scattered remnant of five million. 

The unassisted power of one of the larger 
nations of Europe, one-tenth of the military 
and naval force of America, could crush 
these homicidal fanatics like mice in the 
palms of a giant. 

A single, sincere, concerted demonstration 
on part of these alleged “Christian” coun- 
tries could forever guarantee the lives of 
these tortured and vanishing Christians. 

And what do we see from these mighty 
Christian countries, all followers of the 
gentle and merciful Christ? 

Scattered protests from the press. Melo- 
drama denunciations here and there in a 
national assemblage. Futile “commissions” 
to investigate the outrages, while the out- 
rages multiply blandly as a retort to every 
timid query. 

But not one earnest, straightforward 
movement to end the misery of men and 
women of our religion who are being slaught- 
ered wholesale in a land hallowed by early 
memories of Christ’s doctrines. 

The explanation of this apathy is an in- 
dictment of twentieth-century civilization. 

Because the European nations fear the 
political effect of intervention, because they 
are jealous of the threatened ascendency in 
Turkey of one or the other, they connive 
at murder and blink at rapine; the tradi- 
tional “hands off” policy of America places 
this nation in the same disreputable cate- 
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How long shall the nations of the world 
make a travesty of Christianity, preserving 
their precious “status quo,” while Christian 


.men and women fall like weeds before the

SOLEMN WORDS 


Whither are we drifting? The times are 
ominous. There is an alarming worldward 
drift. Even the masses of those who pro- 
fess to be Christians have little or no power. 
There is no use prophesying smooth things 
and crying peace, peace, where there is no 
peace. Satan holds in his grasp a thousand 
millions of the world’s population. There 
is a larger number of earnest Christians in 
the world to-day than ever before, but, com- 
pared to the whole population, they are over- 
whelmingly in the minority. There is sore 
need of a mighty awakening—not that we 
are going to get the world all converted in 
this dispensation, but that it may be evan- 
gelized, and the coming of the Lord has- 
tened. y 

One of the largest churches in this city 
has been holding special meetings, and the 
pastor took occasion the other night to say 
some very pointed things. We omit names, 
lest we be charged with advertising the mis- 
fortunes of others. What he said with re- 
gard to prevalent conditions in his church 
is doubtless true in the main with regard to 
the church generally. The daily press quotes 
him as follows: 


At the conclusion of the sermon Dr. 
——_—_——-, pastor of the church, took occa- 
sion to speak a word of admonition. He said 
he could not tell when he had heard a sermon 
that more deeply impressed him. He could 
name a thousand young people who should 
have heard this sermon, yet there are not 
a dozen of them ,here to-night. He said he 
had been a preacher now for thirty-one 
years, yet he must admit that he had, during 
all these years, never served a church nor a 
community where the young people were 
more inaccessible, éxcept on Sunday morn- 
ings, than they are in this section. 

“Where are our boys and girls?” he asked. 

“Our boys are down town smoking cigar- 
ettes, and our girls are either at home enter- 
taining company or at the theaters. I shall 
in a few months more close a four-year pas- 
torate in this church, and the sons and daugh- 
ters of the church; sons and daughters of 
the leading members of the church; sons and 
daughters of the influential men and women 
of the church and community shall be un- 
touched. Is not this a solemn confession? 
Yet it is true. 

“What are we to do at home? 

“Oh, in the name of God, what can we do 
to save our children? 

“You will say that Brother -—————— Is 
pessimistic. No, I am not; I am merely stat- 
ing facts. Under the present condition your 
boy and my boy will never amount to a thing. 
That is why we have to go to the country to 
get our business men. 

“I. am a Christian and was reared by a 
father and. mother who had no more sense 
than to bring their children up under the in- 


fluence of the church and Christian lives. I - 


ask again, what are we going to do? Out of 
a membership of nearly nine hundred, we 
have here to-night not over seventy-five. Out 
of forty stewards we have fourteen, and some 
of you will go away and brag that fourteen 
stewards attended the service. 

“This is not an exceptional occasion, eith- 
er. For some reason we cannot have it 
otherwise. We need to search our own 
hearts. These are facts, and the time has 
come that we must face them.”—Living Wa- 
ter.

——Deaths occurring from tetanus (lock- 
jaw) as a result of the Fourth of July cele- 
bration have now reached thirty-seven. 





The first rain for a year fell July 18 
in southern Arizona and the San Pedro River 
overflowed its banks. The valley for sixty 
miles was swept, causing much damage. 

—-In Pittsburg, ex-Councilman Simon, 
found guilty of selling his vote twice for 
$406, has been sentenced to be imprisoned 
eight months and to pay a fine of $200. 

—tThe New York Association for Improv- 
ing the Condition of the Poor has engaged 
Miss Helen Smith to go among the poor of 
Syracuse and teach them the art of cooking. 
In the Amish Mennonite Church they 
have a rule which is enforced, that if a mem- 
ber has been excommunicated no member in 
good standing shall either eat or work with 
him. This is something of a boycott and 
perhaps explains why their sect is a small 
one. 








The cold spring has done much good 
in New England by destroying the brown 
tail moth and caterpillars by the millions. 
Immense sums of money have been spent to 
destroy these pests and they are not all killed 
yet, but their power for harm has been great- 
ly curtailed. 

Mayor Gaynor has revoked all-night 
license in New York City to all but six places. 
His policy is to license only those places pat- 
ronized by night workers whose demand for 
refreshments is legitimate. Thus in a city of 
nearly 4,000,000 people there will be but a 
few places where drink will be sold after 
midnight. 


——Cuthbert D. Potts and son of Chicago 
both graduated from the Chicago Law 
Schools and will receive diplomas. The 
father is forty-eight and the son twenty-two. 
They attended night school and are contem- 
plating going into business together when 
they have passed the bar association exam- 
inations. 





—Captain Charles S. Rolls, the popular 
and daring British aviator, fell from the bi- 
plane he was driving and was crushed to 
death in the first flying tournament of the 
year in England, July 12. He was driving a 
Wright biplane and was about to make the 
descent, a distance of several hundred feet, 
when the tail of the biplane without a mo- 
ment’s warning broke off and the machine 
fell to the ground. When Captain Rolls was 
extracted from the debris he was dead. He

Voliva of Zion City fame is having 
some trouble in the arrival of “King” Dowie, 
a professed brother of the late John Alexan- 
der Dowie. It is the purpose of the new 
“king” to overthrow Overseer Voliva and 
rule Zion City by the right of kin succession. 
As far as can be discovered the late ruler of 
Zion City had no brother, but the new “king” 
sticks to his story. 

Finger prints discovered by Belgian 
detectives last January on a rifled bank in 
Belgium, may lead to the arrest and convic- 
tion of Louis Mandelbaum who is now in New 
York City. Believing that the robber had 
left the country, photographs of the finger 
prints were taken and sent to this country. 
By comparing the prints made by Mendel- 
baum’s fingers on a fresh proof sheet of pa- 
per they were found to tally exactly with 
those sent by the Belgian authorities. Man- 
delbaum professes to be entirely innocent of 
the charges. 





——The audiences in the moving-picture 
shows in New York City yearly aggregate 
263,000,000 and the average daily attendance 
of children under sixteen years of age is 
nearly five thousand. It is estimated that 
five million persons daily patronize the mov- 
ing-picture shows in the United States. To 
have the pictures of the Jeffries-Johnson 
prize-fight exhibited in the different states 
would be exceedingly harmful and would do 
much to develop the animal in man and tend 
to excite race rioting. The Christian En- 
deavor World is doing all it can to suppress 
this movement and has appealed to the gov- 
ernors of the different states to do all in 
their power to prohibit them. It is disgrace 
enough that the fight was allowed to come 
off in one of our states without publishing 
the fact to the world by moving-picture 
shows. 


——aA treaty between the United States 
and Mexico, regulating international traffic 
between these two countries, is now being 
negotiated by Secretary Knox and Sen. De 
La Barra, the Mexican ambassador, aiming 
to compel the registration of all aeroplanes 
and airships, just as marine craft and auto- 
mobiles are now registered. It is pointed 
out that in carrying light weight and valu- 
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able packages the airship, with an unrestrict- 
ed method of operation, could do a profitable 
smuggling business. It is said this treaty 
will give authority for treating unlicensed 
international traders the same as smugglers 
or pirates. It will soon be submitted to the 
Senate for ratification before the adjourn- 
ment of the present session of Congress. 
—One hundred and seventy-five post- 
masters in the United States have already 
made application to have their offices desig- 
nated as postal banks. No extra compensa- 
tion goes with the granting of such appli- 
eations and this shows fairly well that the 
postal savings banks are likely to be popular. 


The old Ebert Brewery at Ironton, 
Ohio, was dismantled the other day and in 
compliance with the order of the internal 
revenue collector the receiver of the brewery 
emptied two hundred barrels of beer into 
the sewer, through which it found its way 
into the Ohio River. This is another evi- 
dence of how the temperance movement is 
on the wane.—The American Issue. 





——tTwenty people were killed and scores 
injured near Middletown, Ohio, July 4, when 
a Big Four passenger train collided with a 
Cc. H. & D. freight train. Owing to a wreck 
in the earlier part of the day on the Big Four 
road the trains were running over the C. H. 
& D. tracks. Both trains were running at a 
high rate of speed and the impact was terrif- 
ic, the engines became imbedded in one an- 
other to the depth of two feet and the roar 
of the collision was heard a mile away. 


Forty-four years ago Dr. Barnardo be- 
gan rescuing and caring for street waifs and 
since that time there have been more than 
70,000 children cared for and rescued through 
the agency of the Barnardo home. The past 
year it had cha*ge of 9,120 children and al- 
though Dr. Barnardo died five years ago the 
good work still goes on. The headquarters 
are in London, but there are thirteen 
branches in other cities which serve as feed- 
ers and as clearing-houses of the institution. 
More than 22,000 children have been sent 
abroad, a great majority of them to Canada. 
The children are taught all kinds of indus- 
tries and the majority of them have succeed- 
ed when placed in homes. The contributions 
to the work last year amounted to more than 
$1,300,000. 


——Over thirty biblical scholars from the 
univeristies and theological seminaries of the 
United States and Canada have gathered at 
Princeton in conference on their work in pre- 
paring the text of the Commemorative Edi- 
tion of the Authorized Version of the Bible, 
to be issued in May, 1911, by the Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, to mark the tercentenary of 
that great version. The members of the con- 
ference are such men as Dr. Robert Dick 
Wilson and Professor Erdman of Princeton ; 
President Buttz and Professor Sitterly of 
Drew Theological Seminary; President W. 
W. Moore of Richmond; Bishop A.-W. Chand- 
ler of Atlanta; President Mullins and Pro- 
fessor Sampey and Robertson of Louisville; 
Principal O’Meara of Toronto; Professors 
Ryder of Harvard; Riggs of Auburn; Raven 
of New Brunswick and Dr. Gray, Dean of 
the Moody Bible Institute, Chicago. Dr. C. 
I. Scofield, editor of the Scofield Reference 
Bible, is the general editor and secretary.—

The following is the article of the Con- 
vention Constituion which governs the mem- 
bership of the Convention: 


“The membership of this Convention shall 
be as follows: 

“First, Presidents or Principals of Institu- 
tions of learning endorsed by the Convention 
or recognized as co-operating with it. 

“Second, Presidents of Conferences, State 
Associations, and District Conventions auxil- 
iary to the Convention or co-operating with 
it. The Officers and Trustees of the Chris- 
tian Publishing Association, the Editor of 
the HERALD OF GosPEL LIBERTY, the President 
of Woman’s Board of Home Missions, and 
the President of Woman’s Board of Foreign 
Missions. 

Third, Each Local Conference, except those

of the Southern Christian Convention, which 
is itself so entitled, may be represented by 
one minister and one layman for each seven 
hundred members, or major fraction; Pro- 
vided: that no Conference shall be deprived 
of representation by one minister and one 
layman in addition to the President. 

“Fourth, The Officers of this Convention 
and the members of the Mission, Education- 
al and Sunday-school Boards hereinafter pro- 
vided for, shall be members of the Conven- 
tion until the close of the Quadrennial Ses- 
sion following their election.”

SUNDAY-SCHOOL LESSON FOR 
AUGUST 7, 1910 
BY REV. W. C. WICKER, M. A., LITT. D. 


JESUS ON THE WAY TO JERUSALEM 
Matt. 19: 1, 2, 13-26 


GOLDEN TEXT—Jesus said, Suffer little 
children, and forbid them not, to come unto 
me; for of such is the kingdom of heaven.— 
Matt. 19: 14. 


Time and Place 


According to some authorities, the events 
of this lesson occurred some months 
after those of the lessons we have been study- 
ing. Jesus had completed His Galilean min- 
istry and: had gone to Jerusalem to the Feast 
of Dedication, which took place in October. 
At this feast the Jews made their first efforts 
to kill Him. It was now about six months 
before His crucifixion. Most of this time 
was spent in Perea, the Jewish region east of 
the Jordan. Jesus had already preached in 
Judea and Galilee, and now would give the 
last six months of His life in preaching in 
Perea, the remaining Jewish section. Our 
lesson takes place probably during the lat- 
ter part of this period. It ceriainly occurred 
after the raising of Lazarus from the dead 
and possibly as late as the last month of 
His life. 

Jesus BLesstInc LITTDE CHILDREN. VS. 
13-15. 

While Jesus was in the great crowd, teach- 
ing, the mothers with their little children 
pressed forward, thronging around Him that 
He might take the infants in His arms and 
place His hands upon their little heads and 
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bless them. The blessings pronounced by 
elderly people were greatly appreciated in 
olden times, and these mothers recognized in 
Jesus that spiritual power in which they had 
faith and they eagerly sought His blessing 
upon their little ones. Childhood has a large 
place in the Christian religion. If all that 
is done for children were taken out of our 
religious practices, churches and Sunday- 
schools and Christian homes would be greatly 
impoverished in religious sentiment and prac- 
tice, in that children were brought to 
religious teachers for their blessings. The 
custom was similar to that practiced to-day 
by mothers who bring their children to the 
church for consecration by the minister as 
Christ's representative or to that of gathering 
the children around the family altar when 
the minister visits the home for his blessings 
upon them. Those mothers in Christ’s day 
wanted Him as a great religious teacher to 
take their children in His arms and place His 
hands upon their heads and bless them in 
consecration to God’s service. The disciples 
tried to prevent the mothers from bringin< 
their children to Jesus, but He said, “Suffer 
little children, and forbid them not to come 
unto me; for of such is the kingdom of 
heaven.” 


These words of Jesus have become great 
in the teachings of Christianity. His reason 
for telling the disciples to suffer the children 
to come to Him is that “of such is the king- 
dom of heaven.’”” What is the meaning of 
this reason? Does it mean that children 
are saved if they die in their infancy as 
some churches teach or does it mean that 
only those who are mature and acquire the 
childlike nature are saved and all others in- 
cluding children are lost? The conclusion is 
plain. All those who possess the innocence 
of children, the characteristics of childlike 
nature whether mature in body or not, wheth- 
er children or adults, are saved for of such 
is the kingdom of heaven. The child is saved 
because it has known no sin. It is saved 
without baptism because innocent, and the 
adult is saved with the childlike mind be- 
cause made innocent by the atoning blood of 
Christ through faith. “Whosoever shall not 
receive the kingdom of God as a little child, 
he shall in nowise enter therein.” “Jesus 
therefore receives little children, blesses them, 
and makes them a type of the childlike mind 
without which no one can come into the 
kingdom.” 


Jesus was the first of the great teachers to 
recognize the value and place of childhood 
and the church is only beginning to under- 
stand the true place of children in the divine 
life. The plan of salvation centers about 
the child. The church should center about 
the salvation of the child. The Sunday-school 
should save and train the child. The home 
should exist for the child. Until the child 
becomes the center of all institutions in the 
church and state and home and society it 
will never receive its true place and these 
institutions will not fulfill their true func-

tions. The great qualities of the Christian 
religion are the gentler qualities of human 
nature and these childlike qualities must 
predominate in our lives before we are fitted 
for the divine fellowship in the kingdom of 
heaven. 

THE RicH YouNG MAN. Ys. 16-26. 

As He went on His way, a young man 
came running to Him and said, “Good Mas- 
ter, what good thing shall I do that I may 
have eternal life?’ This young man was a 
ruler in the synagogue, rich in worldly pos- 
sessions, clean in moral life, and filled with 
high aspirations. He had probably heard 
Christ preach and tell of eternal life. He 
wished to know what good thing he might 
do to obtain eternal life. He was a faithful 
Jew, but Judaism did not satisfy the long- 
ings of his spirit. He felt some deeper spir- 
itual good and came to Jesus as an honest, 
earnest seeker after a deeper satisfaction. 
He used the conventional form of saluta- 
tion, addressing Jesus as Good Master in a 
spirit of flattery. Jesus did not want to be 
called good in that sense. Only God is truly 
good and Jesus did not wish to be thought of 
as a good man, but rather as possessing the 
goodness of God because He was the Mes- 
siah, the Son of God. Jesus pointed his 
mind to the great Father whence cometh all 
our goodness, and told him to keep the com- 
mandments. The young man asked, which? 
Jesus repeated several of the commandments 
which a young man would most likely break 
and ended by the commandment which sum- 
marizes the second section of the Decalogue: 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” 
The young man could say with a good con- 
science that all these he had kept from his 
youth up. He had kept these commandments 
in a formal, superficial manner and not in a 
deep spiritual sense as taught by Christ. 
Love had been left out of the service. Any 
duty may be performed in either of two 
planes, either formally or spiritually. 

This young man loved money better than 
he loved his neighbor, better than he loved 
Ged and Christ could easily see his weak- 
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ness, and told him to go sell all he had and 
distribute to his neighbors and come follow 
Him. Christ tested his love and revealed 
the fact that he loved money more than he 
loved or desired eternal life. Jesus loved the 
young man, Jesus always loves young men, and 
in loving frankness He told him of his weak- 
ness. The young man had asked what he 
yet lacked and Jesus frankly told him. The 
promise to him was treasure in heaven, if 
he would sell all and give to the poor, but 
the young man was a servant of mammon. 
“We cannot serve God and mammon, but we 
should serve God with mammon.” When 
the young man heard the conditions of eter- 
nal life, his countenance fell, he was greatly 
disturbed, he went away sorrowful. He 
recognized that Christ had told him the truth 
and he was speechless, had no reply, no more 
discussion or criticism; but recognized that 
Jesus had said the right thing. We know 
not whether he ever yielded to the teachings 
of Jesus and inherited eternal life or not, 
but until he placed God above all earthly 
possessions and loved mankind more than 
money, he never could have treasures in 
heaven. 

Jesus followed this conversation with the 
young man with instructions to His disciples 
concerning riches. He said it was very dif- 
ficult for a rich man to enter the kingdom of 
heaven. All invitations of gospel are open to 
the rich as to the poor, but it is difficult for 
those who have set their affections upon 
riches to surrender them into the keeping and 
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use of the Master. Jesus told them that it 
was as impossible for a rich man to enter 
the kingdom of heaven as for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle. What is meant 
by this is that it is impossible for a man 
that loves his riches more than he loves 
Christ to enter heaven. “Hard it is for 
them that trust in riches to enter the king- 
dom of heaven.” This was a great surprise 
to the Jews, for they thought that the rich 
were in special favor with God. They said 
who then can be saved. Jesus explained 
that what is impossible with man is possible 
with God. His grace could even conquer thé 
heart of the rich and make them trust in 
Him and surrender their wealth to His keep- 
ing and service. Wealth develops greed for 
more wealth, but God can conquer and sub- 
due this passion and call all wealth into His 
service and teach the rich to bow before Him 
and place their wealth at His feet for the 
blessing of humanity.

A New York investigation in Harlem, by 
the New York Church Federation, showed a 
surprising proportion of the families visited 
were without any church connection what- 
ever, and this was true of all varieties of re- 
ligious belief. All forms and faiths had suf- 
fered. 

Out of 12,638 families, 6,546 had no church 
relations, though they had once had them. 
One in three of the Protestant families, one 
in eight of the Catholic and four out of five 
of the Hebrew families attended no fane of 
worship whatever. Of. 6,092 families who 
did, the relation was often nominal. 

Philadelphia has suffered less than New 
York in this respect. In this city all places 
of worship “have a hold they possess in no 
other city. The population is more station- 
ary, neighborhoods are more closely united 
and local feeling and acquaintance count for 
more.—The Christian Republic.

MASSACHUSETTS 


Fall River—The Evening News of June 
27, 1910, publishes the following synopsis of 
a recent sermon by Rev. Carlyle Summerbell, 
D. D., the pastor of the Fall River Christian 
church: 

“At the First Christian church Sunday 
morning Rev. Carlyle Summerbell asserted 
that the religion of the day needed and that 
the religion of the future must have more of 
the divine spirit in everything. 

“Catholicism may be said to stand for the 
adoration of the divine, while Protestantism 
might be spoken of as the symbolism of in- 
dividual inspiration. But one of the ele- 
ments without the other does not bring to us 
the completed religious life. How beautiful 
is the reverence in the services of the Roman 
Catholic communion! We Protestants many 
times lack that part of religious worship, 
while on the other hand our Catholic friends 
sometimes forget that reverence for divine 
things and names when once outside of the 
church building. 

We Protestants must learn to practice in 
our worship “the presence of God.” Our 
lack of recognizing the just place of the 
church in our lives, our neglecting the regular 
attendance of children at church services, 
has a strong tendency to make our lives cheap 
and our children become disrespectful, and 
a dearth of dignity permeates our social en- 
vironment. 

“Progress comes gradually and teaching 
along this line is now a necessity. The en- 
vironment of early training is one of the 
strongest forces in life. The sunshine of 
Sunday always seems different to me from 
fhe sunshine of any other day because of the 
training I received as a child. The work of 
the church, which the world will never out- 
grow, is to make all life divine. And the ap- 
proach to the source and power of divinity is 
not only through works of goodness, char- 
acter or will, but through adoration of the 
Eternal. To enjoy “the beauties of nature” 
all day on Sunday is not adoring the God of 
nature; it is simply appreciating His handi- 
work. It is not wrong, it is simply not living 
to the highest and best of what we as chil- 
dren of God are capable. 

“The religion of the future must serve 
men even better than the religion of the past, 
not postponing the promised land until after 
the crossing of the Jordan, but making this 
earth a heaven here and now.”

-The Young People’s 
the Virginia Valley Central 
Conference was held at Antioch, July 14-16. 
J. W. Tate welcomed the convention to the 
ehurch and community of Antioch, and Pres- 
J. C. Bradford responded on behalf of the 
convention. J. C. Bradford was _ re-elected 
president ; W. C. Wampler was elected vice- 
president; A. W. Andes, assistant secretary. 
Rev. W. T. Walters was elected to deliver 
the annual address next year with W. C. 
Wampler as alternate. “Report from the 
World’s Sunday-school Convention” was 
made by Rev. W. T. Walters, whose privilege 


it was to attend that convention. The an- 
nual address was delivered by Mrs. W. T. 
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Walters, who also rendered a vocal solo and 
several excellent recitations during the con- 
vention. The following ‘subjects were dis- 
cussed during the sitting of the convention: 
“Methods of Securing and Holding Members,” 
“Christian Endeavor,” “Teacher Training,” 
“The Bible and the Child,” “The Home Depart- 
ment,” “Organized Classes,” “Temperance,” 
“Special Occasions,” “The Cradle Roll,” “The 
Parents’ Place in the Sunday-school,” “Individ- 
uality and Heredity in the Sunday-school.” 
Many thoughtful and helpful suggestions were 
brought forth during the discussion of these 
subjects. Under the subject of “Temperance” 
the following resolution was adopted: Re- 
solved, That this convention, by a standing 
vote, expressed its disapproval of the legal- 
ized saloon in our midst, and invite the co- 
operation of all God’s people, and those who 
have the welfare of our country at heart, to 
assist us by their voice and vote when the op- 
portunity presents itself, in eradicating this 
great evil. The pulpit was ably filled Thurs- 
day night by Rey. Edward French, and Fri- 
day night by Rev. W. T. Walters. The 
printing of the minutes of the convention 
was left in the hands of the Executive Com- 
mittee with instructions to have them print- 
ed as soon as possible. and forward them to 
the various churches for free distribution. 
All were glad to have Dr. EF. L. Moffitt pres- 
ent the last day of the convention. The Con- 
stitution was so amended that hereafter the 
first day's session will consist of a night ses- 
sion only. The convention adjourned to meet 
next year at Bethlehem on Wednesday. 
Thursday and Friday including the second 
Thursday in June. ‘The representation and 
attendance at the convention was not quite 
as large as could have been wished for, ow- 
ing in part to the very wet season and con- 
sequent busy time with the farmers. But our 
humble judgment is that the convention was 
a good one. and that the results will be very 
apparent in our work. The convention was 
rather more practical than idealistic, and 
should mark a distinct step forward in the 
cause of Christ and the work of the 
church in this part of the moral vine- 
yard. Now that the convention is over 
we turn our attention toward the annual con- 
ference which is now less than a month off. 
On August 18, it is expected that delegates 
and visitors from all over the conference 
and elsewhere will be assembled at New Hepe 
for a three days’ session of planning, delib- 
eration. and gathering information and in- 
spiration for the future.
